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ODLUMWS LEAP TO DEATH 


—_——_* 
A FATAL PLUNGE FROM THE 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 
WE EVADES WATCHFUL OFFICERS, LEAPS 
QUICKLY, AND IS PICKED UP DYING BY 
HIS FRIENDS ON THE RIVER BELOW. 


The attention of the gateman at the 
New-York end of the Brooklyn Bridge was 
drawn, at 5:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon, to a 
man in a blue shirt who passed into the drive- 
way inacab. That was not the only suspicious 
thing about the turnout. There was another 
man in the cab who seemed to be trying to shield 
his roughly dressed companion from sight, and 
the driver was making unseemly haste, so the 
gateman thought, to hurry past the toll house. 
All the officers on the briage had been on watch 
for just such a visitation since Saturday. In- 
spector Byrnes sent warning to the Brooklyn 
police and to the bridge officials that Robert 
Emmett Odlum, the Washington swimming 
teacher, had come on to see his friend Capt. 
Paul Boyton, with the intention of jumping off 
the bridge. 

The suspicious cab had barely passed within 
the gate when a dozen watchmen were signaled, 
and the roadway, in the opinion of the gate- 
man and of those who had been specially in- 
structed to make effective this vigilance, was 
guarded at every point against the rash at- 
tempt. 

The stir made by the bridge officers prepara- 
tory to defeating this crazy scheme was noticed 
by persons crossing the bridge on the footpath, 
and so sure were the police of their prize that 
they were quite willing that there should be 
spectators of their valiant and law-abiding ef- 
forts. So it happened that the thousands who 
were then crossing the bridge made little use of 
their ears if they did not hear what was going 
on, and word of it flew to the approaches, in- 
creasing the crowd by many bundreds ina very 
few minutes. 

The cab moved at a slow walk when it got 
fairly on the road. Foot passengers could easily 
outstrip it. Before it was haif way to the New- 
York pier men and women nearly blocked the 
upper walk. The rails beyond the pier were 
densely lined by a crowd, anxious only not to be 
displaced by those who were scrambling, push- 
ing, and shouting behind them. Bluecoats could 
be seen from the roadway making an ado above 


in utterly useless attempts to keep the crowd in 
motion, while a few rods in front of the cab 
and flanking it and behind, the roadmen 
were keeping sharp eyes. on the _ ve- 
hicle, watching every —. the horse took, 
every motion of the driver’s hand, every swerve 
ot the wheels. They were determined that the 
cab should not get close enough to the rail on 
the river side for the best leaper in the world to 
jump from the cab to the rail, and as an effectual 
a tarerge against that they edged themselves 

etween the caband the rail. The black-coated 
occupant of the cab and his biue-shirted com- 
panion became conspicuously uneasy, which was 
proof to the officers that they were disconcerted 
over the frustration of their scheme. Besides, if 
anything more were needed to redouble the 
assurance of the officers that they had penned up 
the fright person it was abundantly furnished 
in the movements of a tugboat, floating below 
them, the deck crowded with men, all looking 
up at the bridgeas though they had come out 
for something worth seeing. Odlum had made 
no secret of his purpose to send a party of 
friends out on atugtosee his jump and pick 
him up after he struck the water. Capt. Boy- 
ton was to manage the tug party, and his 
bronzed face was easily to be seen by the 
piercing eyes that had been awaiting his com- 
ing. Then, from the roadway, it could be seen 
also that field glasses were projecting from sev- 
eral of the upturned faces, and that men on the 
tug were getting ready, in some haste, it seemed, 
to lower a smali boat, which was tu put out no 
doubt and haul the jumper in. 

While the cab was most closely guarded andthe 
footwalk crowd were aiternating between hope 
that the police might be circumvented and fear 
that the attempt to jump might be tatal to Od- 
lum, the police force grew stronger every mo- 
ment in the vicinity of the suspicious black cab. 
They had reduced the thing to a certainty, as 
they supposed, and felt justified in concentrat- 
ing their vigilance on their game. The man in 
the blue shirt grew -noticeably nervous. He 
loosened his collar, and then buttoned it again 
when he saw that he was detected. His head 
appeared at the cab window. and was quickly 
withdrawn as an officer stepped almost within 
arm’s reach of him. The driver was plainly help- 
Jess, acting as though he had failed in a contraét 
he had undertaken. 

The commotion in the vicinity of the cab had 
become tumultuous; other vehicles pressed close 
behind; the crowd was clamorous and excited 
overhead; the middle of the bridge had been 
reached, and the people on the tugboat were in- 
tently watching the bridge, having lowered the 
small boat in which the jumper was to be 
rescued, when one of the warone in the long 
line behind the cab—a small, black covered 
wagon—drew up at the rail. A man inared 
skirt and gray tights leaped to the rail, raised his 
right arm straight above his head, the other arm 
pressed against his side and thigh, and in an in- 
stant Odlum had made good his boast. 

The movement was so sudden that few except 
those on the tug and in the small boat saw its 
climax. The police were still busily engaged 
with the decoy cab, which also the crowd of 
foot and road passengers were eyeing, so far as 
it was possible for them to get within sight of it. 
The gateman who had given the alarm was not 
on the lookout for anything more, but was 
struggling within himself over the satisfaction 
of duty done and curiosity to see now it would 
end. Relieved trom the strain of looking out 
for just such an outfit asthe cab providea he was 
no longer alert except to keep the crush of teams 
in line and to let no fares escape. Nor were 
his instructions that he should see that the 
trousers of the roadsters should not cover tights 
or that a diving shirt should not be hidden be- 
neath a blouse. The ordinary black covered 
wagon in which Odlum got access to the bridge 
bad nothing about it to suggest suspicion. It 
moves along with the slow line, its three occu- 
pants sitting quietly within, looking as though 
that was where they belonged. No police fol- 
lowed that wagon, if ary noticed it bevond the 
gate. So far, indeed, was the wagon from police 
surveillance that when Odium had jumped it 
resumed its place in line and passed without de- 
tection by the police across the bridge and out 
at the Brooklyn gate. Meanwhile the decoy cab 
had been taken into custody. 

Once on the roadway Odlum began to prepare 
for his work. His companion, who had advised 
him against the attempt early in the day. made 
no protest at thistime. That was the condition 
in which Odlum invited him to go along on the 
wagon. Asthey passed the New-York pier Od- 
lum left the seat, and stepping back into the 
wagon, disrobed. It took him but a moment. 
When under the electric lamp that is third from 
the New-York pier he ordered the driver to haul 
up at the railand to move on immediately. it 
was not a movement to attract notice, with the 
roadway so crowded as it was then. The driver 
hesitated. Odlum repeated the order. When it 
was obeyed he leaped from the seat, adjusted his 
body as described, and, with a glance at the 
faces on the tug and the glistening water, hurled 
himself into the air. 

Whether he jumped too quick after leaving 
the wagon or destroyed his balance by some 
movement on the rail or in jumping cannot be 
known; but during the descent of the body to 
the water, swift as it was, those on the boat 
could see that it turned slightly and 
that it would pot strike the water 
with the feet squarely down. The_ splash 
was heard rodsaway. Eyes were turned toward 
the small rescue boat. The men in it, overcome 
by excitement or fright, began to shout for 
help. In a few seconds, which seemed long 
enough in that predicament, Odlum rose to the 
surface. He was motionless. His bead tipped the 
waves, but he floated face downward. Instantly 
Capt. Boyton flung off his upper garments, 
and, leaping and crawling. made his way to the 
water's edge at the bow of thetug. Heclung to 
arope. The smal! boat party, with some sense 
of danger, put about toward shore. Then Boy- 
ton dropped into the water, striking out power- 
fully and quickly for the floating form. Reach- 
ing ithe shoved his shoulder under Odlum’s 
nead, raising it above the water, and started back 
toward the tug. The tide was against him and 
hic burden was heavy, but he only put fresh force 
into his strokes. From the tug and the bridge 
and from the docks, then weil peopled, he was 
watched with anxiety and fear. At last after 
swimming against the tide, then running fast, 
about 50 yards, be got to the tug and was helped 
aboard with the rescued jumper, the smali boat, 
having !eft its timid passenger ashore, coming 
up in time to be of eleventh-hour service. A 
life preserver thrown from the tug also contrib- 
uted to the rescue, Capt. Boyton putting it 
around the helpless body. whe 

Odium had made the leap at 5:35 o'clock, He 
vas lifted on the tug at 5:45, after 10 minutes in 
the water. The men took him to the cook’s cai- 
ley andlay him on the floor. He was uncon- 
acious. Around him were tables that had not 
been cleared of a recent meal, with dirty table 
cloths and a general appearance of filth. 

Once in the bold the crowd was kept back, and 
Capt. Boyton, with a Mr. Robertsvun, a Boston 
friend of Odlum’s, and one or two others began 
to try to revive him. It was soon found that 
there were no symptoms of drowning, tkat lit- 
tle water, if any, had entered the lungs. It was 
equally clear that be had suffered _seri- 
ous injury. Biood, bright red in_ color, 
came from his mouth, and he groaned while yet 
unconscious. After they had worked on him 15 
or 20 minutes, the tug having meanwhile steamed 
back off Oid-slip, a littie brandy was poured into 


Odlum’s mouth. Presently he moved a little 
and opened his eyes. Capt. Boyton was leaning 
over him. 

* What kind of a jump did I make ?” he asked 
faintly. 

There was a chorus of replies that he had done 
splendidly. Some one remarked the distance— 
146 feet. Odlum smiled. He had no need to be 
told how far it was, but it pleased him none the 
less, it seemed, to hear that he had so far sur- 
passed the record and survived it. The sound of 
voices from the deck reached him. They 
were talking of how he had come 
down straight until about 20 feet from 
the water, when his body turned and 
he struck on his back and side. Odlum was at- 
tracted by it, though he could not make it out. 
As though anxious to make out what was going 
on, he caught at the edge of the table and tried 
to raise himself. He partly regained a sitting 
position. Word passed outside that he was re- 
covering. Suddenly, and without warning, 
blood dripped from his mouth and he fell back. 

“itis arterial blood,’ some one said, “and he 
is dying.” 

Odlum heard it. It had seemed to those about 
him that he was anxious to have it seen that he 
was conscious after his feat, and could under- 
stand that he had accomplished what he set out 
to do. But when blood came, suspecting the 
truth, he turned his head toward his friend Rob- 
ertson. 

“Am I spitting blood ?” he muttered. 

“No,” Robertson replied to encourage him, 
at the same time wiping the sufferer's mouth 
witha handkerchief. “ Itis only the brandy I 
gave you.” 

Beyond replying in monosyllables to inouiries 
about the way of treating, Odlum spoke no 
more, At 6:15 o’clock, when the boat was tied to 
Old-slip wharf, he clutched at the table. Violent 
internal hemorrhage was choking him. He was 
too weak to resist it or to raise himself, and 
while William Muldoon and Jere Dunn were 
running from the dock to the Old-slip station to 
order an ambulance Odlum died, at 6:18, 43 ,;min- 
utes after the leap. 

When the boat came up alongside the pier a 
ladder was run up to the dock and her passen- 
gers were marched over to the Old-slip police 
station by an escort of officers. Their names 
were taken and they were released. Two police- 
men were left with the crew aboard the boat to 
watch the corpse. The ambulance soon came 
up with a surgeon. The young doctor took 
but a glance at the body to satisfy him- 
self that life was extinct, and told the 
police to inform a Coroner. Capt. Boyton, how- 
ever, had previously given notice to Coroner 
Kennedy, directing him to take the body in 
charge until the mother and sister of the Pro- 
fessor sent orders from Washington for its dis- 
position. An undertaker’s wagon containing a 
pine box was sent to the slip, and the body was 
placed in it and taken to Coroner Kennedy’s 
rooms. A careful examination was held, 
from which it appeared that the lower ribs 
on each side of the body had been broken. The 
only remaining wound visible wasa bruise on 
the back directly over the right hip. The body 
was laid out in a handsome rosewood coffin, and 
a dispatch was sent to Washington informing 
Odlum’s mother and sister of his death, and ask- 
ing what should be done with the body. 

If punishment is meted out to the men who 
assisted Odlum in his foolhardy action it will 
probably come under section 175 of the Penal 
Code of the State, which is as follows: 

“ A person who willfully, in any manner, advises, en- 
courages, abets, or assists another person in taking the 
Jatter’s life is guilty of manslaughter in the tirst de- 
gree.”

SOME OF THE ACTORS. 

The party thatleft the wharf near the 
Barge Office on the Chancellor Runyon to wit- 
ness the leap numbered about 50 persons, which 
included familiar faces at ** The Ship,” Boyton’s 
saloon, and sporting men. In addition to those 
mentioned above were Henry E. Dixey, Henry 
Lacy, George Brown, John Stack, James Tripp, 
Paddy Ryan, from whose Broadway resort both 


the decoy caband the wagon in which Odlum 
started for the bridge set out: Peter Mahland, 
James Delehey, and Eben Plympton. 

*“ Ike” Love, Captain of the Charles Rumsen, 
says that the men came to him yesterday at his 
oftice, Fletcher and South streets, and wanted to 
be taken out to a swimming match. He knew 
none of their names. “ We left the Barge 
Office,” he continued, “between 5 and 6 
P. M. and steamed around upjEast River. They 
sings out to me to slow up just before reaching 
Fulton Ferry, and I did so. I stopped pretty 
short because a ferryboat was crossing my bows 
only a short distance ahead, At this time two 
or three men got into a boat which we brought 
out under our stern. One man was in tights, 
and there was a second fellow with most 
of his clothes off standing in _ the 
erowd on our bow. We were just oppositeto 
Pier; 26 when I see something red comin 
through the air like a flash from the bridge. 
was right in among the boats and couldn't keep 
lookin,’ soI didn’t see him strike. Jack, [toa 
deckhand,] tell us how he took it when they 
hands him in.” 

“*The fellow looked pretty black in the face,” 
said the deck hand, “and sicker than any one I 
ever see. His breath was comin’ short and cut- 
tin’ like, and every little while he’d gasp and 
kick his feet. .He only spoke once, and then he 
said somethin’ about not bein’ able tocatch his 
breath. They rubbed brandy into’im and gave 
‘im some to drink, but he didn’t live 30 minutes.” 

Dan Farren is employed about vessels on Pier 
No. 19 East River. He had charge of the row- 
boat which went out under the stern of the tug. 
He, like the Captain, thought he was going toa 
swimming match. “Just as they cast off my 
boat,” he said, “and I pulled her head on 
to the tide I see this duffer standing 
on the rail of the bridge between the towers, 
but nigher to the New-York side. He didn’t 
stop to think, but just sailed right out into the 
air and came downina straight line. He didn't 
make much noise when he struck, but he was 
under water nigh on three minutes. That's 
a good while, but you see that’s a 
high 7 and tall water—as tall as 
you'll fin anywhere between the islands 
and Hell Gate. When he came up we was quite 
handy by, and the swimmer in the water struck 
out in a clever way and was soon helping him to 
put his grip on a life preserver. When they 
hove the feller in over my boat's side he seemed 
to be all bluish, and his sides was badly cast 
in. You could see blood guzzle up, too, in his 
throat.” 

James Hoggart, whom the police arrested on 
the bridge, was locked up in the York-street 
police station, Brooklyn. He had not heard 
whether Odlum jumped or not when a reporter 
of THE Times called on him and asked how 
matters turned out. Wheninformed that Odlum 
had jumped and killed himself he was greatly ex- 
ercised. When asked to tell the story of his 
part in the adventure, he said: ““Iand a friend 
of the Professor, from Washington, were to 
go out and make as it we were going to jump, 
to attract the attention of the police. The 
Professor and ‘Cool’ Herbert, from St. 
Louis, followed a bit behind us in a 
covered grocery wagon which a little boy 
drove. The wagon had the address on it 
ot some man living on Myrtle-avenue, Brook- 
lyn. The fellow with me had on a blue sailor 
shirt and a scarf about his neck, like you see 
sailors wear. This made it look asif he was go- 
ing todothe jumping. The officers at the toil 
gate looked at usrather suspiciously, but I don’t 
think they followed us out. W hen we had got past 
the first tower and were coming pretty close on 
the second, I ordered the driver to pull up. The 
fellow with me stuck his blue shoulders through 
the window in the door, andI got out of the 
door on the opposite side. A couple of 
officers came toward me, and because I 
would not get back into the cab 
they arrested me for disorderly conduct. I’m 
devilish hungry. I wish they’d give me some- 
thing to eat. The friend of the Professor who 
was with me was down here and said he’d get me 
out. Poor Bob! Dead,ishe? Well i never ‘d 
gone out on that lark if I'd known it was going 
to end this way.” 

Sergt. Phillips, of the Bridge Police, said last 
evening that Odium was seen a little after 5 
o'clock, driving a grocery wagon down Chatham- 
street. He accosted a little boy by the name of 
Albert Dowdell, of No. 682 Myrtie-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, and asked him if he wanted a chance to 
make a couple of dollars. The boy was only 
too giad to accept the offer, especially as 
he had just been worrying over how he 
should raise enough money to pay for a license 
for his dog. Odlum told the boy to get into the 
wagon, and the two drove down to the bridge. 
He gave the — a two-dollar bill, but on arriy- 
ing at the toll house he asked the boy 
for the bill, paid the fare, and returned 
to the ner the change. The Sergeant, after 
telling of the success of the decoy cab, says that 
Haggart, who was in it, was locked up on a 
charge of carrying a pistol without a permit. 
The boy was half dead with fright, but as no 
charge could be made against him, he was al- 
lowed to go. The other man in the cab was not 
arrested and the number of the cab was not 
taken. 

CAPT. BOYTON’S STORY. 

Paul Boyton’s face was sad and gloomy 
while he talked last night about Odlum’‘s fate. 
“I first met Robert E. Odlum abvuut five years 
ago in Washington. He was well known there 
as a professional swimmer, and he kept a 
natatorium. He was a man of wonderful 
nerve, and his active mind was filled with 
schemes respecting the use of bis powers as a 


swimmer. He became very much attached to 
me and longed for an opportunity to join me in 
my torpedo service scheme. When went to 
Peru he was more than anxious to accompany 
me. 1 s2ew him omg from the aqueduct at Wash- 
ington at the time of the Hanlan-Courtney race. 
Soon afterward I saw him do at Marshall Hull, a 
place about 10 miles below Washington, what 
seemed to me one of the most perilous feats I 
had ever seen. A ladder was iashed to the 
top of the after flag pole of the steamboat 
Martha Washington. n the summit of the 
ladder wasachair. It was ahovt 110 feet above 
the surface of the river. He ascended to and 
tood upon the chair. Tne ladder and pole bent 
beneath him, and a strong breeze swayed 





him to and fro. He iumped and the wind turned: 
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him so that he described almost a curve as he 
passed through the air. He fell upon his face 
and side, but escaped harm by a miracle. 


“For years the dream of his life seems to 
have been to make a successful jump from 
the Brooklyn Bridge. Here is his scrap 
book. In it you will find extracts from numer- 
ous newspapers respecting the careers of Sam 
Patch, the jumper, and of Capt. Webb, who was 
lost in the Niagara Rapids. Interspersed with 
these and chppings respecting himself you see 
he has put descriptions of the Brooklyn Bridge, 
its dimensions, &c. Here isa clipping from the 
Washington Post of a day in February, 1882. It 
runs: 

“*Frank Haggerty has agreed to give Robert E. 
Odlum $200 ir he will Jamp from the Brooklyn Bridge 
intu the Kast River. Odlum has accepted, and will 
make the jump on the 26th inst.’ 

**Next you will find a dispatch from New- 
York dated May 28, 1882, and taken from some 
paver not mentioned. ‘it contains a statement 
that Robert E. Odium had come _ to 
this city from Washington after hear- 
ing of Donaldson's fruitless proposition 
to jump from the bridge; that after 
many unsuccessful efforts to get a pass to the 
structure, he had finally, at 6 o’clock A. M. of 
the previous Saturday, made his way upon it 
prepared to quickly divest himself of his outer 
clothing and make the jump, and that he was 
arrested by men employed on the bridge. 

* Since that time Odlum_ bas been determined 
to make the jump.” Capt. Boyton went on, “‘and 
his determination was made stronger recently 
by the fact that he had been unfortunate in 
financial matters. He proposed this Sum- 
mer to open a natatorium at Old 
Point Comfort. Although he was well 
known there he thought that ea successful 
ome from the bridge would establish his new 

usiness at once, and that he would make money 
by visiting the various other watering places and 
giving exhibitions. A shorttime ago he wrote 
to me about his scheme, and at his solicitation I 
went to see Richard K. Fox about it. Fox 
said there was no money in it and he would have 
nothing to do with it. I sent Odlum Fox's an- 
swer, but it did not overcome his desire. Last 
Saturday he came here and told me he was de- 
termined to make the jump. MHe had con- 
sidered it very carefully and felt cer- 
tain he could do it successfully. I tried 
to dissuade him, as our correspondence 
will show I had before, but without avail. He 
wanted me to go to the bridge with him last 
Sunday. but I could not. Monday I went with 
him and Mr. C. W. Herbert. We walked as far 
as the Brooklyn pier. Odlum was full of his 
project, and several times remarked ‘If I hada 
boat down there, I would cut the water now. 
It amounts to nothing. I could do it every day 
in the week.’ Jokingly I said to him: ‘ Well 

_Odlum, if you persist I'll tell you a good plan to 
evade the police. I'll hire a hearse and three car- 
You can go on the bridge in one of 
the carriages and the hearse may be useful 
afterward.’ He laughed heartily. aving the 
bridge we went to Nash & Crook’s for something 
to eat. While stretching his arm across the 
lunch counter Odlum knocked over and broke a 
giass pepper caster. Now, I'm superstitious 
about breaking glass. I turned to him and said: 
*For God’s sake, Odlum, give this thing up. 
There’s no money in it and I am afraid of the 
result.’ He only laughed at me. 

“ At3:30 this afternoon he,I, James Haggert, 
C. W. Herbert, and a friend of his from Wash- 
ington started down town. The others left me 
and started for the bridge. I wenttothe Battery 
and got on the tug. When the tug was near the 
bridge I heard a yell from the others on board 
and looking up saw Odlum’s red-clad form com- 
ing down. He fell 100 feet straight, and then be- 
gantoturn. He fell on his left side. He had 
employed a man named Trigg,a swimmer, to 
help him out, but [ saw Trigg’s rowboat 
was too far away, so I jumped from the tug and 
caught him as he was sinking. I buoyed him up 
for a moment while looking for a life preserver. 
He was breathing. I saw that the foam around 
us was flecked with blood. Isaid: ‘Now keep 
quiet; we'll be all right pretty soon.’ Then I 
swam to a preserver and got on the tug. : 

**Soon after we got on the tug Odlum revived, 
and, looking at me, said: ‘Is that you, Cap?’ 
answered him and in a moment he asked: ° Did I 
make theleap? What kind of a jump did I make?’ 
He could say no more. A few moments later he 
partly raised himself and indicated that his back 
pained him and he wanted to be turned over on 
his face. Weturned him over. It became evi- 
dent that he was dying, so we made for the pier 
at the foot of Old-slip. Arriving there an am- 
bulance was sent for. It wasa long time com- 
ing. and he died just as it arrived. 

* T recall now a fact that bears on Odlum's de- 
sire to make the jump. So many persons had 
insisted to him that a jumper would 
dead from loss of breath before reaching 
the foot of such an_ elevation that he 
often said he wanted to disprove their theory. 
He believed that if he could disprove it fewer 
persons would be killed at fires, for they would 
be given confidence to jump into the nets which 
he believed the firemen would hereafter always 
be equipped with.” 


THE DEAD MAN’S HISTORY. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The news of the 
death of Robert E. Odlum, or ** Bob” Odlum, as 
he was generally called here, came to Willard’s 
Hotel to-night ina dispatch from Capt. Boyton, 
which requested that the news of his fatal Jump 
be broken to his family. His attempt had been 
talked of to some extent among those who 
knew his skill as a swimmer and 
his strength as an athlete, and it 
was generally believed that he would 


be successful in reaching the water unimpaired, 
as he had made many jumps here from great 
heights. He was born in Washington, and was 
about 46 years of age. His sister, Mrs. Charlotte 
E. Smith, a widow, and a woman well known in 
the District, was thrown into hysterical grief by 
the news of her brother's death. and could not 
give any account of his life and exploits, and 
his aged mother was not ina condition of mind 
to recall his adventures. 

Odium was an expert swimmer and a very skill- 
ful athlete. For many years he had given 
exhibitions of his skill ag a swimmer, sometimes 
in the Boyton dress and more frequently with- 
out it. His swimming feats have been witnessed 
at Old Point Comfort for many a season, and in 
1882, in May, he saved three lives inas many 
days. “Sky” Colfax, the 16-year-old son of the 
late Schuyler Colfax, jumped from a wharf 
into the swift current and was swept 
away. He became exhausted and was about 
sinking, when Odium jumped overboard, swam 
after him, seized him by the hair of his head as 
he was about disappearing, and brought him 
safely to shore. The next day he rescued a man 
named T. Cooley, of Nashville, Tenn., and the 
day after a man named Morton, from Kentucky. 
At the time of the Hanlan-Courtney boat 
race here, some years ago, Odlum jumped from 
the top of the Aqueduct Bridge to the Potomac, 
a height of about 100 feet, and aay mg considera- 
ble local fame for the exploit. He made ita 
freauent practice to jump from the mastheads 
of vessels and other tall objects and never met 
with any mishaps. One jump made by him was 
from the bridge at Occoquan, Va., into the river. 

Instances of life saving attributed to him are 
many, but the record of them does not appear 
to have been kept by him. Fora time he main- 
tained a swimming school on E-street, which 
was patronized during the Summer of 1881, but 
failed during the succeeding Winter, sinking 
several thousand dollars of his sister's money. 
During the Summer seasons, for the last two 
years, after he had made an unsuccessful attempt 
to conducta resort at Lower Cedar Point, on 
the Potomac, he acted as a special policeman for 
Driver’s Concert Garden. ore recently he was 
an usherin the National Theatre, holding the 
position until the theatre burned down, in Feb- 
ruary last. For a time he wasa clerk at Willard’s 
Hotel, where he was well known, and his fool- 
hardy scheme for jumping from .the Brooklyn 
bridge was deprecated. Mr. Odlum has lived for 
some time at No. 504 Thirteenth-street. 
At that house it was learned to-night that he 
had been talking of his proposed jump for some 
time. He had talked as if his luck had been hard 
and that if he could see any money and fame in 
accomplishing this latest feat he would attempt 
it. The lady of the house said that she helped to 
prepare his dress for the occasion, consisting 
of a red shirt and tights, which he took awa 
with him. He was to have gone to New-York 
last Wednesday. but in consequence of delay to 
a message from Capt. Boyton he did not go until 
Thursday. Before he left here the lady of the 
house said to him: “I hope you will come out 
all right, Mr. Odlum.” He told her not to “talk 
that way,” and expressed the utmost confidence 
in his ability to make the jump without harm.

SAM PATCH AND HIS SUCCESSORS. 

The event of yesterday recalls the ex- 
ploits of some other daring men who sought to 
attain celebrity by jumping or div:ng from high 
places. The most widely known feat of this 
description is probably that of Sam Patch. The 
famous and fatal leap of that reckless man 
occurred in Rochester on Friday, Nov. 13, 1829, at 
2P.M. Patch had previously attracted much 
public attention in Western New-York by jump- 
ing into the Genesee River from a height of 100 
feet. His desire to create a still greater sensa- 
tion and also to obtain such pecuniary contri- 
butions as a jarge and enthusiastic crowd would 
be likely to make induced him to announce in 
the Rochester papers that he would jump over 
the Genesee Falis into the abyss ow, a dis- 
tance of 125 feet. He caused a scaffold 35 feet 
high to be built on the brink of the Falls near 
the railroad station in Rochester. His invita- 
tion to the public to witness ‘his attempt to per- 
form the feat was headed “‘Sam Patch’s Last 
Jump.” coupled with the assertion, ** Some 
things can be done as well as others.” 

The Anti- Masonic Inquirer, of Rochester, gave 

a brief notice of Sam Patch’s fatal plunge, in 
which it said: *“*The ominous expression con- 
tained in the reckless Patch’s advertisement has 
been feartully vindicated. It was, indeed, his

low, from whence his body has vot yet been re- 


covered. A variety of reasons are given for the 
fatal termination of this presumptuous feat. 
All, however, concur in saying that Patch, from 
some cause or other, did not retain the position 
while descending or strike the water as he did on 
the former occasion. It was a daring and use- 
less exposure of human life, which, having re- 
sulted disastrousiy, creates a train of painful re- 
flections.”’ 

During the Centennial year a young French 
rope walker entertained the thousands of per- 
sons who visited Niagara Falls by leaping into 
the river two or three times a week from a rope 
stretched from bank to bank 155 feet above the 
surface of the water. A piece of stout and very 
elastic rubber was fastened to the centre of his 
heavy rope, and after walking out on the rope 
from theriver's bank the young Frenchman 
would take a firm’ hold of the free end of the 
rubber band and spring downward. He re- 
tained his hold of the band until it had stretched 
perhaps 25 feet,and then letting go he would 
shoot, feet foremost, like an arrow into the 
river. This feat was repeated more than a dozen 
times and the performer was in nowise injured. 

The attempts of “ Prof.” Robert Donaldson, a 
Scotchman, to jump from the East River 

ridge in 1882 attracted much attention. Mr. 
Donaldson first i he on the unfinished 
bridge on May 11 of that year, attired in tights, 
and prepared to leap into the river below. He 
gave up the idea on that day in consequence of 
a strong gale which was blowing up the river. 
He publicly announced that he would try a sec- 
ond time to make the leap, but the custodians of 
the bridge kept careful watch of the New-York 
and Brooklyn approaches and allowed no one to 
gO upon the structure. Donaldson attempted 
to ascend the spiral staircase at the side of the 
great stone pier on the Brooklyn side, in the 
guise of a workman, on Wednesday, May 31, 
1882, but he was recognized andstopped. A third 
attempt to get on the bridge was made by Don- 
aldson on July 10, but had to be abandoned be- 
cause a portion of the planking of the footpath 
had been temporarily removed. 

Jobn D. Brumley, a painter, of No. 402 East 
Forty-eighth-street, this city, while intoxicated 
on Sunday morning, June 4, 1882, made a wager 

for the drinks” with some of his companions 
that he would pe 4 off High Bridee. He walked 
to the central arch of the bridge, and after 
divesting himself of his coat and shoes, he 
sprang from the structure. In his descent he 
turned two somersaults and struck the water 
feet foremost. He was taken out of the river 
unconscious, but subsequently recovered. The 
distance from the top of the bridge to the water 
where Brumley jumped is 145 feet. 

A young Englishman named T. P. Donaldson 
dived from the roof of a shed on the pier of the 
National Steamship Line, at the foot of West 
Houston-street, on Sept. 1, 1883. The distance 
from the top of the shed to the river was 35 feet. 
The feat was witnessed by a large number of 
persons. The diver was not injured.

THE - COMMERCIAL +* CONVENTION. 


OPENING THE SESSION AT ATLANTA WITH 
FRATERNAL SENTIMENTS. 
* ATLANTA, Ga., May 19.—The leading idea 
of the opening day of the National Commercial 
Convention seemed to be the burying of the 
hatchet. Before proceeding to the regular 
business of the body Mr. Henry W. Grady, 
speaking in behalf of the South, assured 
the gentlemen from the North that when the 
South went into the war it staked all; that the 
very spot upon which the convention was as- 
sembled had run red with the blood of 
Federal and Confederate, and yet the 


people who had witnessed all this 
retained not one Sealing. of _ bitterness, 
and he thanked God that in His wisdom He haa 
overruled the passions and prejudices of men 
and held the Union together. This senti- 
ment was loudly cheered by the North- 
err delegates, and was taken uP by Gen. 
Brinkerhoff, of hio, who declared that 
the men who fought were always ready 
for conciliation, and the men who kept the 
flames of prejudice alive 4 fanning were the 
men who would not fight when they were need- 
ed at the front. The address of the Hon. D. R. 
James, of New-York City, called the association 
from these interchanges of sentiment to the 
subject which the body had met to consider. 
W. Y. Miles, of Columbus, Ohio, was selected as 
pemporary Chairman, and Mark Hardin and H. 
H. Cabiniss, both of Georgia, were elected Secre- 
taries. A permanent organization was effect- 
ed by the election of the Hon. Philo 
Parsons, of Detroit, as President, and a 
Vice-President from each State represented. 

Gen. Lawton, who was to have read a paper 
on “Reciprocity Treaties,” was not present, 
and his place was filled by W. M. Burwell, of 
Louisiana. Along discussion follawed on the 
points presented, participated in by Messrs. 
Sutherland, of Virginia; Fuller, of Kansas; 
Parsons, of Michigan: McClung, of Ohio. and 
others. 

The Northeast is not. very largely repre- 
sented, but the delegations from the South 
and West are large and respectable. The 
evening trains are bringing in the dele- 
ates from the West in large numbers.

Super- 
intendent Jeffrey, of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, has telegraphed that the railroads and car 
companies reaching New-Orleans will subscribe 
$100,000 toward the expense of reopening the ex- 
position next Winter. The Citizens’ Committee 
is still receiving subscriptions, and the sum re- 
quired will be made up. The Board of Manage- 
ment has paid off 50 per cent. of its indebtedness 
and believes that the exposition can be reopened 
next Winter free of debt.

UTTERING FORGED NOTES.

TWO SHARPERS WHO TRIED TO FLEECE 
CANADIAN BANKS, 


MonTrReEAL, May 19.—Two Englishmen 
named W. H. Hall and Robert Fox were arrested 
to-day on a charge of uttering forged paper. 
They attempted to cash a number of £50 mar- 
ginal circular notes, drawn by the National 
Bank of Scotland upon the Union Bank of Scot- 
land, but the Bank of Montreal referred them to 
the Bank of British North America, which is 
agent for many of the Scotch banks. Hall 
accordingly presented himself at the latter 


bank this morning and endeavored to cash 
his notes. As usual in such cases, the signa- 
tures on the notes were compared with the 
eg autographs furnished from the Scotch 
ban The resemblance between the real and 
hogus signatures was so marked as to lead to 
suspicion, and meanwhile Hall declared that un- 
less they would cash his notes he would go. The 
bark otficers retained the note, however, and 
sent some of their clerks to shadow the sup- 
posed forger, and also communicated with De- 
tective Fahey, who arrested the men. On be- 
ing searched at the police station notes to the 
amount of £1,450 were found on Hall, besides a 
valuable gold watch and chain and $400 in cash. 
Fox attempted to rid himself of his £1,500 
worth of notes by dropping them into a corner 
and then denying that he had ever known any- 
thing of them. He was seen dropping them, 
however. 

Mr. Penfold, agent of the Bank of North 
America, states that a few days ago the bank 
here was informed from their branch in 
Hamilton that £500 of these forged circular let- 
ters had been offered there, and means were at 
once taken to inform the correspondents of the 
bank in England and elsewhere of the danger. 
The men claimed to be Scotchmen, and said that 
they were about to take up farming in the 
Northwest. Herbelieved, however, that they 
were from the United States, by their ge 
ance and the look of their baggage at the St. 
Lawrence Hall. To-day the Bank of Montreal 
received a telegram from their Ottawa branch 
speaking of a similar attempt to negotiate sim- § 
ilar notes.

JOHN A. LOGAN RE-ELECTED 


END OF THE LONG DEADLOCK IX 
ILLINOIS. 

LOGAN RECEIVES JUST ENOUGH VOTES TO 
WIN—EFFORTS OF THE DEMOCRATS TO 
PREVENT HIS ELECTION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 19.—At the joint 
session of the Legislature to-day there was a 
great jam, both on the floor of the House and in 
the galleries. There were present 51 Senators 
and 153 Representatives. When the yote was 
taken a dead silence prevailed. Denis refused 
to vote. The Republican Senators all voted for 
Logan, giving him 26 votes. Ruger’s vote was 
received with cheers. When Sittig’s name was 
called he voted for Logan under protest, 
making a long speech in explanation of his vote. 
The announcement was received with the wild- 
est cheers. This gave Logan 103 votes. On the 
call of the absentees the Democrats voted solidly 
for Judge Lambert Tree. After the roll call 
Messrs. Baker, McNary, McAliney, Caldwell, 
Quinn, and Crafts changed their votes to 
Charles B. Farwell. Barry (Dem.) changed 
his vote to John A. Logan, and 
the wildest confusion prevailed. This in- 
sured Logan’s election. The roll call was pro- 
ceeded with after a time, the Democrats at- 
tempting to elect Farwell, (Rep.,) ‘hoping to 
get some Republican yotes. Barry withdrew 
his vote from Logan, but stated that he would 
not allow any other Republican than Logan to 


be elected. No Republican support went to 
Farwell, and Speaker Haines finally announced 
the vote, declaring Logan elected. 

A committee then waited on Logan, and, arm 
in arm with Tom Merritt, he was conducted to 
the platform, introduced by Haines, and in a 
few fitting words thanked them for the honor. 
The session then adjourned. Gen. Logan’s 
speech was as follows:

ou for the honor you have conferred upon me. ‘There 
8 no position in earth which could be wore gratifying 
than to represent this great State. 

In this contest, Mr. Speaker and gentlemen, which 
has been an unusually close and heated one, | am 
proud to state that nothing has transpired to mar the 
friendly relations existing between myself and my 
worthy opponent. For 80 years this gentieman and 
myself have been friends, and I trust we will always 
continue such. {Loud cheers.) | believe there never 
has been a contest between two persons waged more 
earnestly for their parties than this, and yet 
the mutual relations remain so pleasant. 
I respect, Mr.” Morrison politicaily and socialiy, and 1 
am proud to say we ure friends and sincerely hope we 
mav ever be friends. [Cheers.| As to tne Other gen- 
tieman who was my opponent for a time, Il can say 
nothing against him, nor would I wantto.

-Cu1caGco, May 19.— The news from 
Springfield that John A. Logan had been re- 
elected to the United States Senate on the first 
ballot to-day in the joint convention of the twa 
houses of the Legislature created considerable 
excitement about town. This excitement turned 
into something akin to. indignation among Re- 
publicans when it became known that the Demo- 
crats, by voting for Farwell, Logan's com- 
petitor for Republican leadership in the State 
for many years, had been tempting the Repub- 
licans to break away from the choice of the ma- 
jority of the Republican Party in this State. 
However, the fact that the 103 Republicans in 
the Legislature stuck to Logan and secured his 
election very soon overcame the feeling of in. 
dignation, and to-night the Chicago Republicans 
seem to be.a very happy lot. 

The fight Logan has made for re-election hag 
been a very interesting one from the start. The 
Legislature was a tie at the commencement, and * 
its control was played into the hands of the 
Democrats by the defection of a Republican 
member—Mr. Sittig. His attitude on the Sena- 
torial question became a matter of sus.’ 
picion from the very beginning. <As_ Sit- 
tig helped the Democrats in organizing’ 
the House there  scemed to be. no 
chance of electing a Republican successor to 
Gen. Logan until death began to break into the 
ranks of the Illinois General Assembly. It is 
true Logan was the caucus nominee of kis party 
the same as was Morrison on the other side, but 
Logan was never able to poll the full party vote, 
and the Democrats began to think that the con- 
trol of Federal patronage they possessed would 
give their candidate the victory in the end. 
A Republican member of the Legislature died 
and a Democratic State Senator died, but tha 
elections following their death brought about 
no change inthe situation. The Legislature re- 
mained a tie. Finally a Democrat representing 
astrongly Democratic district died. Mr. Sittig 
vaired himself off with the dead Democrat, and ail 
real action of the Legislature on the Senatorial 
question became impossible. Through shrewd po- 
litical tactics, a Republican was clected to suceced 
the Democrat and the tie was broken. Then the 
true spirit of the opposition to Logan became ey- 
ident. It is reported that money was offered and 
used to divert votes from him before the Repub- 
lican successor of the dead Democrat had taken 
his seat, and that corruption came very near 
earrying the day. But the friends of Gen. Logan 
were ov suard, as well as be himself. and thes¢ 
schemes, if they really existed, were foiled.

THIEF AND RECEIVERS CAUGHT. 
Boston, Muss., May 19.—For three years 


Winch Brothers, boot and shoe dealers, at No. 
130 Federal-street, have suffered considerable 
loss of stock. When account of stock was taken 
three years ago the firm were greatly behind, 
but, supposing it was an accident, they said 
nothing. The next year $28,000 worth of goods 
could not be accounted for. They suspect- 
ed one of their employes and the man 
was discharged.

The officers after ar- 
resting Fewksbury ascertained that W. H. Farn- 
ham, a retail dealer at No. 178 Hanover-street, 
and James T. Baker, another retailer at No. 254 
Hanover-street, had bought some of the stolen 
goods, and this afternoon they were arrested on 
the charge of receiving stolen goods. 





A MURDERER ARRESTED. 
LirriE Rock, Ark., May 19.—A private 
letter from Omaha, Ark., says there is intense ex- 
citement over the finding of the decomposed re- 
mains of a man in the woods, near the town, and 
the circumstance solves a mystery and reveals 
amurder. On Sunday a dog emerged from the 


woods carrying a buman skull in his mouth, The 
people began asearch and found the decayed 
portions of a human body, which by the 
clothing and other marks was _ identified 
as that of a man named Sanders, who 
bas been missing November.

Leach, 
who is a notorious desperado, has been arrested 
at Marionville, Mo., whither he fied to escape 
being lynched with the Taylor boys, who were 
hanged by a mob at Kirbyville three weeks ago. 
He was related to the Taylor boys, and was a 
member of the gang. He will be lynched if 
brought back to Kirbyville. 


SEIZING GOODS MADE BY CONVICTS. 

Orrawa, May 19.—The Government is 
enforcing the law passed early this session re- 
specting the importation of articles manufact- 
ured in the United States by prison labor. The 
Minister of Customs states that his officers re- 
cently seized a consignment of carriages whose 
axles were manufactured in the United States 
prisons. They have also seized a large number 
of consignments of hardware, most of which 
came from the prison at Columbus, Ohio. He 
has so far allowed the articies seized to be re- 
turned to the United States, although the law 
gives him power to confiscate them and inflict a 








penalty on the importer.

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THE REAL AUTHOR IN DISPUTE. 
BS See 
THE COURTS TO DECIDE WHO WROTE ‘‘ AN 
ARTIST’S DAUGHTER.” 

Both the claimants of whatever honor 
and profit have been or may be derived from the 
authorship and ownership ot the play entitled 
“An Artist’s Daughter” agree that it was writ- 
ten on tea wrapping paper. Frank Donna- 
rumma says he bought his tea paper from an 
up-town merchant, who corroborates him. W. 
Elliott Barnes asserts that he bought the paper 
down town. Donnarumma is suing Barnes for 
the recovery of the manuscript of the play and 
for an accounting of the profits fromit. His 
story is that he contided his manuscript to 
Barnes under an agreement that the latter 
should produce it and divide its profits with him, 


and that Barnes wrongfully copyrighted the 
play in his own name and absorbed all the profits 
from it. Barnes’s answer is that he alone wrote 
the play, and he alone is entitled to possess and 
u 


se it. 

The trial of the suit was closed before Judge 
Ingraham, in the Superior Court, Special Term, 
yesterday. The testimony for Donnarumma 
was voluminous. It showed that he certainly 
wrote a play, and was assisted in the course of 
its preparation with the advice of frequenters 
of the Third-avenue restaurant which bears his 
name. One of them was Mrs. Funk, relict of 
the late Gen. Augustus Funk. She was in the 
habit of dining at Donnarumma’s restaurant 
about six yearsago. She was acquainted with 
young Frank Donnarumma, and he told her 
that he was writing a play. He finally read her 
parts of it, and she made suggestions respecting 
it. John Read swore that about the time men- 
tioned he sold a lot of tea wrapping paper 
to young Frank. John Harned heard part of 
the play read, as did likewise John Stella, 
an Albany barber. Miss Ellen Downey, who is 
employed in Donnarumma’s restaurant, in- 
formed the court that she had seen Frank writ- 
ing a play, had been asked by him her opinion 
of what he had written, and had heard his 
father, Filippo Donnarumma, tell him the story 
he embodied inthe play. This story, said Filippo, 
taking up the narrative where Miss Downey had 
left it, was of an actual occurrence in the town 
of Reggio, Italy, many years ago, which was de- 
scribed to him by his father. He had transmit- 
ted it to his son Frank, and the latter’s dramatic 
instinct having been aroused by service as an 
usher in the Union-Square Theatre, he said he 
would put it into the form ofaplay. Filippo had 
subsequently seen him write and heard him read 
portions of the play. 

John Brown, a fireman, testified that after a 
fire that occurred in the Donnarumma bome 
Nov. 24, 1882, he assisted Frank Donnarumma in 
a fruitless search forthe manuscript of a play 
which Frank said had been in the house prior to 
the tire. The pertinency of this testimony was 
shown when Frank Donnarumma testified that 
he had made two fair copies of his play. Ome he 
confided to Barnes, who was a frequenter of the 
restaurant, and the other he Jost in the fire, else 
there would have been no need of a lawsuit to 
prove his claimto authorship. In writing the 
play from the paternal narrative he had some 
dificulty to get namesfor his characters. He 
had surmounted the difficulty with the aid of a 
dictionary and a novel, by resort to the Christian 
appellation of Barber Stella’s wife, anda plagi- 
arism from the sign of a Sixth-avenue corset 
maker. He had written his play on bits of paper 
in cars, ferryboats—anywhere, in fact, as the 
mood seized him. 

“Could you write a sixth act for it here in 
court ?” asked his counse}, Col. George H. Hart. 


“TI propose, if your Honor please,”’ said the 
ingenious lawyer, “that my client and Mr. 
Barnes shal) each write a sixth act here and that 
the result of their controversy shall depend, in 
some measure, on the merits of their work in 
court, taken in connection with the play.” ; 

Col. Hart did not quote the case of the dis- 
puting women before Solomon, but he cited the 
case of an English sculptor modeling a statue in 
court to prove himself an artist, which title had 
been denied him. 

Judge Ingraham rejected the suggestion, but 
said Messrs. Donnarumma and Barnes might 
compete elsewhere if they chose. 

The testimony for the defense was briefer 
than forthe plaintiff. A. R. Cazauran testified 
that he revised the play after Barnes had handed 
it to Shook & Collier, and that at Sheridan 
Shook’s suggestion he called it “An Artist’s 
Daughter,”’ instead of ‘‘The Marriage Certifi- 
cate,’’ as Barnes had entitled it. Mr. Barnes swore 
that he wrote the play, as he had written a dozen 
others. The inspiration for it he had drawn from 
Gaboriau’s ‘“ File No. 113" and Feuillet’s story 
of 'Sibylia.”” He wrote it on tea wrapping paper 
which he bought down town. He knew Frank 
Donnarumma, had spoken to him about the 
play, and had even shown him a part of it be- 
fore it was produced. 

Judge Ingraham reserved his decision. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

DAMAGE BY FOREST FIRES. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 19.—Exten- 
sive forest fires are raging at Harvey’s Lake, a 
well-known Summer resort 12 miles from here. 
Several thousand dollars’ worth of valuable 
timber has been destroyed since Sunday. The 
burning area is about a mile square. 

MIDDLETOWN, Md., May 19.—The most 
extensive mountain fire that has ever been 
known inthis section is now raging on South 
Mountain, just north of this place. It broke 
out near Black Rock, onthe Washington County 
side, last Friday afternoon and has been burning 
fiercely ever since. A large number of men are 
fighting the flames day and night, but as soon as 
they make progress in one place the fire starts 
in another, showing plainly that some one is 
firing the woods. On Sunday a fire started 
in another section and crossed over the maunt- 
ain. The sightat night isoneof awful gran- 
deur, and all day dense clouds of black smoke 
sweep down the valley while the flames shoot 
hich above them. The track of the fire is over 
two miles in length, and thousands of acres of 
land have been swept bare. One man lost 3,000 
rails, and the general loss is very heavy, though 
no dwellings have been in danger. A young 
man living near Wolfville is suspected of being 
the incendiary, and he is being closely watched. 

FRANKFORT, Mich., May 19.—The forest 
fires here have been extinguished by rain. The 


loss of one life is reported from Arcadia, A 


large area of valuable timber land has been 
burned over. 

East SAGInaw, Mich., May 19.—The for- 
est fires at Tobacco River are still burning. The 
loss of $12,000 worth of timber is reported. 

CoLuMBus, Ohio, May 19.—The forest 
fires which have been in progress at Straitsville 
since Saturday have done thousands of dollars 
of damage, butit is thought they are now under 
control.

GOULD AND SAGE. . 
KANSAS PACIFIC INCOME BONDHOLDERS 
TRYING TO MAKE THEM ACCOUNT FOR 
NEARLY $3,000,000 oF DENVER STOCK. 

Inquiries concerning an alleged defalca- 
tion of $3,000,000 in a certain railroad company 
were telegraphed to this city from the West on 
Monday. The inquiries naturally gave mse to 
some anxiety and excitement in Wall-street yes- 
terday morning, and a diligent search was made 
for the facts. No traces of any recent felonious 
abstraction of $2.000,000 or $3,000,000 of railroad 
funds could be found. The rumors of the 
alleged defalenation are supposed to have orig- 
inated from the peculiar state of affairs dis- 
closed in the pending litigation instituted bya 
committee of the income bondholders of the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad Company in relation to 
the disposition of about $3,000,000 of stock of the 
Denver Pacific Railroad. 

The story isnota new one, but its revival at 
this time reawakens a widespread fesling of in- 
terest in the relations between Jay Gould, Rus- 
sell Sage, and the Union Pacific Railroad. When 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad Company executed 
its consolidated mortgage in May, 1879, it owned 
about $3,000,000 of stock in the Denver Pacific 
Railroad. Jay Gould and Russell Sage had been 
appointed Trustees under the new mortgage of 
$30,000,000, andin their hands were placed 29,986 
shares of Denver Pacific stock, together with the 
other assets of the Kansas Pacific Railroad. The 
new bonds were to run for 30 years, and the 
Trustees were to “safely keep, guard, and pro- 
tect the trust fund.” The new bonds were placed 
onthe market and became widely distributed 
throughout this country and Europe. 

Jay Gould and Russell Sage were large hold- 
ers of the stock of the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
as was shown by the reports to the United States 
Railroad Commissioner. In January, 1880, they 
were about to consolicate the Kansas Pacific 
stock with the Union Pacific and Denver Pacific 
stocks. The market price of the two first named 
stocks was at that time about par. Apparently 
Mr. Gould and _ his associates were not satisfied 
to allow the $8,000,000 of Denver Pacific stock to 
remain quietly in the trust fund as part security 
for the new issue of bonds. On Jan. 17, 1880, 
Sidney Dillion, as President of the Kansas 
Pacific Railroad Company, addressed a 
letter to “Jay Gould and Russell Sage, 
Trustees,” applying for a release of the 
said Denver Pacific stock from the trust fund 
and its transfer to the Kansas Pacific Company. 
In his letter, Mr. Dillon said: ‘* That stock is 
not dividend paying and is of no market value, 
and if it remains in the said trust it will proba- 
bly never be of any considerable value. The 
Kansas Pacific Railway Company has, or may 
haye, an opportunity to use it soas to make it 
of some value to the company if it can control 
it. but cannot do this unless it can use it as its 
own, and it therefore wishes it released from the 
trust on condition of substituting the securi- 
ties into which it may be exchanged or other 
securities of equal value, or on a covenant that 
it will never issue first consolidated mortgage 
bonds secured by the said mortgage to the ex- 
tent in yalue of the said shares of stock.” 

Trustees Gould and Sage cautiously informed 
President Dillon that as there might be some 
doubt whether, as Trustees, they had the power 
to comply with his request, they felt obliged to 
decline to do so unless itcould be judicially de- 
cided that they had the power to do so, or unless 
acompetent court should, upon consideration, 
so order. Messrs. Gould and Sage assured Mr. 
Dillon that the would “throw no obstacles in 
the way of such a decision or order’—and they 
did not. The Kansas Pacific Railroad at once 
brought suit against Jay Gould and Russell 
Sage, as Trustees, for the transfer of the 29,986 
shares of Denver Pacific stock, and there being 
no opposition a Referee, to whom the court re- 
ferred the matter, decided that there would 
be sufficient security for the mortgage without 
the shares of Denver stock, and judgment was 
accordingly entered in favor of the Kansas Pa- 
cific Company. The release of the $3,000,000 of 
stock was secured mainly upon the allegation 
that it was almost worthless. Neither the court 
nor the Referee was informed of the arrange- 
ments to exchange this Denver stock for Union 
Pacific stock, which was then an active market- 
able stock worth par. Nothing was put back in 
the trust to take the place of the Denver Pacific 
stock, but there was a pretense of giving the 
bondholders some compensation by decreeing 
that $500,000 of the new consolidated bonds 
should be canceled before issue. 

On the day following the release of the $3,000,- 
000 of Denver Pacific stock from the trust fund 
articles of consolidation were signed by officers 
of the Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific Rail- 
roads, which made the Denver Pacific stock, as 
wel! as the Kansas Pacific, at once exchangeable 
for Union Pacific stock, share for share. The 
bondholders of the Kansas Pacific Company are 
not aware thatany part of that $8,000,000 has 
ever been applied to the payment of their olaims. 
A suit was brought by Isaac Blumenthai in 
behalf of the ansas Pacific income bond- 
holders early this month to compel Trustees 
Gould and Sage to account for the Denver 
Pacific shares,on the ground that they did not 
properly defend the action brought against 
them by the Kansas Pacific Company. Mr. 
Blumenthal procured an order for the examina- 
tion of Gould and Sage preliminary to the fram- 
ing of acomplaint. An officer of the court was 
unable to reach Mr. Gould to serve the neces- 
sary papers upon bhim,and Mr. Sage endeavored 
to evade service by poking the would-be server 
away from him with his cane. 

A motion was made before Judge Lawrence in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, by A. J. 
Vanderpoel and Artemas H. Holmes, on behalf 
of Gould and Sage, for the vacation of the order 
for their examination. It was opposed by Fran- 
cis N. Bangs and E. L. Andrews, who represent- 
ea the plaintiff, Isaac Blumenthal. Mr. Vander- 
poel argued that the affidavit on which the 
order for examination was based did not show 
the necessity for the examination. On the con- 
trary, it showed that the plaintiff had all the 
facts he needed for the framing of his com- 
plaint, He had as vet tendered no issue to the 
defendants, and in advance of acomplaint by 
him there was no good reason for the proposed 
examination. The plaintiff knew that the 
Denver Pacific shares had been used in accord- 
ance with the direction of the decree of the Su- 
preme Court, and the judgment of that court 
could not be attacked collaterally. Mr. Vander- 
poel furthermore argued that the Union Pacific 
and Kansas Pacific Companies were parties in in- 
terest and should have been made parties de- 
fendant, and that as there are now sults, recent- 
ly begun, pending in the United States Circuit 

ourt forthe same relief that Mr, Blumenthal 
asks on behalf of himself and other bondholders 
the Supreme Court should not countenance his 
action, as it was an evidence of unnecessary 
litigation. Another proof that the examination 
ot Gould and Sage was unnecessary was fur- 
nished by the fact, Mr. Vanderpoel said, that 
they had made an aflidavit containing all that 
could be told by them about the Denver Pacific 


stock, 
Mr. Bangs said that the proceeding for the ex- 


amination of Gould and Sage was undertaken 
and prosecuted in good faith. Headmitted that 
the procurement of the examination order be- 
fore the service of a complaint was extraor- 
dinary, but it was warranted by the law and 
by the facts set forth in the moving affidavit. 
It was shown in that paper that the Denver 
Pacific stock, after having been fraudulently 
released from the lien of the mortgage made 
for the security of the plaintiff and his asso- 


ciates, had gone out of the treasury of the 
Kansas Pacific and into the hands of persons 
who did not give proper value forit. To ascer- 
tain those persons, fois apeoevaneat A to pursuing them, 
was the purpose of the examination. They, with 
Gould and Sage, were chargeabie with the re- 
pairing of the impaired mortgage trust. As to 
the plea that Gould and Sage had told in an 
affidavit everything they knew about the stock 
Mr. Bangs said it was altogether too funny to be 
presented toa court which was not constituted 
either to read or to do funny things. His client 
wanted to test by oral examination the condition 
of their minds respecting a transaction in the 
course of which he considered them to have 
acted fraudulently. The present action was 
not barred by anything, and especially his 
client was not precluded from inquiry 
into the circumstances anterior to, dur- 
ing, and subsequent to the suit of 1880 by 
the judgment rendered in that suit. The 
eyes of the court had been blinded in that suit. 
It was an action brought by Gould and Sage 
against Gould and Sage to effect a purpose dear 
to Gould and Sage. As defendants in 1t Gould 
and Sage had played the part of infants, had 
thrown themselves on the court for instruction, 
and in an infantile. manner had failed to tell the 
court just what their real situation was. The 
action resulted in a judgment in favor of Gould 
and Sage as plaintiffs and against Gould and 
Sage as infant defendants. It was a collusive 
and fraudulent judgment, and assuch was not a 
bar to the present action. 

Judge Lawrence reserved his decision. He also 
took the papers on an application in the same 
suit for an attachment against the person of 
Russell Sage, onthe ground that he had com- 
mitted a contempt of court in resisting the serv- 
ice on him of the order to appear for examina- 
tion.

The final settlement of the lease of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company to 
the Union Pacific and Northern Pacific Com- 
panies still hangs fire in consequence,of some 
differences in matters of detail. It is stated 
positively that the rental of 5 per cent. for the 
first three years and 6 per cent. subsequently 
has been agreed upon. The joint committees 
having the matter in charge will meet again to- 
morrow.

heretofore been represented by tho Frankford 
Committee, have appointed Carl Schurz to 
represent them in this country. There are about 
$8,000,000 of these bonds in the hands of foreign 
holders and there are about $9,000,000 in the 
hands of American holders. The latter have 
been asked to designate s representative who 
shall have authority to confer with Mr. Schurz 
and a committee representing the company in 
relation to the proposed reorganization. An 
officer of the company stated yesterday that 
different plans were under consideration, but 
that they were not very far apart. He did not 
think there would be any disturbing elements in 
the conferences. The object of the proposed 
reorganization is to scale either the principal or 
the interest of the funded debt down toa point 
where the net earnings will be sufficient to pay 
the interest. 

The Colgate, Hewitt, and Philadelphia com- 
mnittees met again yesterday in conference on 
West Shore reorganization. This conference, 
like the one of the day previous, was devoted to 
the discussion of details, but no conclusions 
were reached. Another conference will be held 
to-day, and it has been suggested as the two first 
named committees have taken some of the Phila- 
delphia bondholders into their councils it would 
be well also to invite some well-known New- 
York bondholders into participation therein. 


TRYING TO PROVE A MARRIAGE.

THE-SUIT OF MRS. O’KEEFE FOR DIVORCE 
FROM ROSS R. WINANS, 

A little before noon yesterday Lawyer 
James C. Carter and Lewis Cass Ledyard ushered 
with a good deal of ceremony, into a back room 
in Stephen P. Nash’s suite of offices a natty 
young man wearing a Spring suit and a beard 
of silky brown. He was presented in that room 
to Joseph H. Choate, who shook him warmly 
by the hand. During an hour of waiting the 
door of that room was closed and the inmates 
were in cozy conference. The three lawyers de- 
ferred frequently to the young man, who 
thought none the worse of himself, apparently, 
for their consideration. While he was thus 
closeted three women were admitted to a front 


office. Two were elderly. The third carried the 
bloom of a young but self-reliant matron on her 
face, which was round and plump like her fig- 
ure, and pleasing to look upon. A tasteful 
dress of drab cloth and a little black bonnet be- 
came her exceedingly. That this was the opin- 
ion of the lawyers was plain enough from the 
way their eyes lingered on her as they repaired 
to the room in which she had been sitting a lit- 
tle after 1 o’clock. By that time Mr. Nash had 
joined the party, as had Mr. D. M. Porter. who 
drew a chair beside that of the figure in 
drab. Directly across the table was the 
seat to which Mr. Nash motioned the 
young man, Hetook the seat but did not re- 
cognize his vis-a-vis, nor she him, although she 
claims that avowed relations of husband and 
wife once existed between them, which have 
never been disturbed by legal process, When 
all were seated the hearing began in the suit of 
Alice O’Keefe against Ross R. Winans for di- 
vorce. Mrs. O’Keefe’s education and the former 
standing of her family would have made the 
case interesting from a social standpoint. It 
acquired added interest from the wealth of the 
detendant, which is estimated at $10,000,000, his 
annual income being $400,000. 

Mrs. O’Keefe told her story asit appeared in 
THE Times when the first preceedings were had 
before Judge Ingraham a monthago, She identi- 
fied certain letters from Winans to herself, and 
said she had destroyed many more of the same 
kind. Mr. Choate was engaged in cross-examin- 
ing her on her early life when an adjournment 
was taken at 5 o’clock until Friday. Here are 
some of the letters. The first was written in 
England, where the parties in the suit metin 
December, 1870. She says they were married in 
May, 1871,and came to this country the last 
ot that month: 


. BACHELOR'S HALL, Wednesday Evening. 

MY DARLING LITTLE GAL: You will excuse a short 
letter I know as [ feel like anything but writing, 
especially to one from whom I have just parted, and 
every thought of whom is therefore pain, because it 
has to reach as far as Lewes. I wonder if you felt half 
as gloomy and sad on your drive to the Duke’s as I did 
on my way home. I guessnot. I tried to read those 

apers [ bought but could not to save my life. I think 

got through 4 lines of one of them and then set to 
brooding. Do answer this as soon as you receive 
it, as I cannot wait till Saturday to hear from you. I 
wish to God you could get uway one day and night this 
week, as I fear I shall be away nextweek. I have been 
smoking cigar after cigar. trymgto think of nothing 
but the smoke as it curls up. ut the smoke proves 
too thin to prevent my seeing through the events of 
the last 24 hours, and then I merely keep on smoking 
with the gloomy thought that if it does not kill my 
thoughts it will at last in time kill me, and then at 
last my thoughts will be calmed. With much love, 
from yours sincerely. 


The next is the first letter he wrote after they 
aap in this city, he to go to Baltimore to see 
is father and she to Chicago to see her mother; 
the others followed in order: 
JUNE 4, [the day after arriving.] 
MY OWN SWEET DuckKy: I suppose by this time 
my poor little pet is pretty near home; what a long, 
tiresome, lonely, dusty, hot pinoy | she must have 
had. My poor little darling; if you had seen Lossy as 
he was going home on the ferryboat, you would have 
pitied him mu¢éh more than yourself. Hewent to the 
outside of the boat and cried like a regular baby, and 
would have been ashamed of myself if it 
had not been that the cause of it had been 
so good. So I excused myself and let my 
tears come as fast as they would. which was 
pretty freely, I can tell you. I swear that I regularly 
boo-booed; so much in fact that an old nigger came up 
and stared at me to see what the devil was the matter. 
* * * My little Ducky must not expect very long let- 
ters if I write every day. Il hope you have not got it as 
hot in Chicago as itis here. I am half dead with the 
heat. Do you know that I never knew how fond I was 
of my little devil till now that Lam parted from her.

AFTER THE TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 

Boston, May 19.—A unanimous report 
was made by the Legislative Committee on Mer- 
cantile Affairs to-day upon the petition of the 


Bell Telephone Company for leave to increase 


its stock, giving the company leave to with- 
draw its petition. The report says the success 
of long-distance telephoning has not yet been 
demonstrated, and it was shown that the 
work of building lines would be undertaken 
only as the business from time to time should 
prove to be a commercial success. It suggests 
hat before leave is grauted the company should 
practically demonstrate the possibility of suc- 
cess by establishing lines for actual business be- 
tween two or more principal cities. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 19.—Mr. White’s 
Telephone bill providing that no telephone com- 
pany shall charge more than $3 per month when 
one telephone is used, and $2 50 when more than 
one is used, and fixing the charge for transmit- 
ting messages from onetown to another at 10 
cents, was brought up on third reading and 
passed the House of Representatives almost 
unanimously. 





THE EPIDEMIC, AT PLYMOUTH. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 19.—Several 
important meetings 1n connection with the epi- 
demic have been held at Plymouth since last 
night. The ward committees reported this aft- 
ernoon that a thorough canvass has been made, 
and that there are at present 560 cases of typhoid 
fever in the borough, including a portion of 
Plymouth Township. The Citizens’ Committce 
report that they have conferred with the water 
company, and that the latter promised to furnish 
them good, pure water at all times, and to pump 
more from the river infuture. The Sanitary 
Committee announce that the borough Council 
have assured them that they will accede to the 
demands made, and will at once establish per- 
fect sanitary measures. These assurances, to- 
gether with the decrease in the number of cases, 
givea more hopeful feeling throughout the 
town. Four deaths from the fever occurred 
this afternoon. 





BECAUSE OF BOYTON’S ESCAPADE. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, May 19.—The in- 
quiry of the naval authorities regarding her 
Majesty’s ship Garnet’s experience in New-York 
Harbor is supposed to be closed for the present. 
Vice-Admiral Commerall favors sending to the 
Admiralty in London the papers regarding 
Lieut. Gardiner’s action in releasing Boyton and 
the others captured in New-York Harbor with- 
out taking them to Capt. Hand on board the 
Garnet. In the meantime Lieut. Gardiner re- 
mains under arrest on board his ship. The 
sentry.on the bow of the Garnet that night re- 
ceived 45 days’ imprisonment, the severest pun- 
ishment the Captain can give without referring 
the case to a court-martial. No other persons 
on the Garnet are held blameable in the matter, 
and no charges were preferred against the Cap- 
tain or any other person on board.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 19, 1885. 

The. President to-day appointed Frank FR. 
Pierce, of New-Hampsbire, to be Consul at Matanzas, 
vice David Vickers, suspended. Mr. Vickers was sus- 
pended on the ground of bad moral character. 

Dr. John E. W. Thompson, recently appointed 
Minister to Hayti, was at the State Department to-day 
receiving his instructions preparatory to leaving for 
his new post of duty.

Ex-Representative Broadhead left Washington 
to-day for Paris, France, where, as special Government 
Agent, he will examine the records of the prize courts 
in search of information in connection with the French 
spoliation claims. 

The Grand Jury to-day found an indictment 
against Butler Mahone, son of Senator Mahone, of Vir- 
ginta, for assault with intent to kill Albert Willis. 
Willis was a colored waiter at Welcker’s Hotel here, 
and young Mahone tried to shoot him last February. 

A circular has been prepared at the Treasury 
Department which says that while it is not considerea 
the business of the department to assist in the collec- 
tion of debts, the continued refusal of employes to 
meet their just debts will be considered sufficient cause 
for dismissal). 


The Secretary of State has received informa- 
tion from the United States Minister at Paris that the

fHE KING KILLER TALKS 


IND GIVES A JURY HIS IDEAS 
UPON SOCIALISM. 

HIS RELIGION IS A “‘ REUNIFICATION” OF 
THE RIGHTS OF MAN—HE DENISS HAV- 
ING INCITED A RIOT. 

All the evidence tn the trial of Justus H. 
Schwab, charged with iaciting a riot, was sup- 
mitted to tne jury in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer yesterday. The case will undoubtedly 
go tothe jury to-day. Capt. McCullagh’s testi- 
mony as to what took place in the Concordia 
Assembly Rooms on the night of Feb. 2 was cor- 
roborated in detail by his Sergeant and by 
several of the policemen who assisted him 
to clear the hall. Officer Louis Rott let 
the jurors examine his disfigured nose, which 
be said that Schwab broke at one blow 
during the mélée. Policeman Redmond said 
that he saw one man in the crowd drop a pistol. 
The policeman picked it up and handed it to 
Capt. McCullagh, The pistol was produced in 
court and identified by the witness. One or two 
witnesses testified that they saw Schwab strike 
tbe Captain. 

When the prosecution had rested its case Law- 
yer Howe, for the accused, argued that the 
charges of riot and disturbing a public meeting 
specified in the indictment had not been proved. 
It had not been shown that the disturbance was 
preconcerted, or even at any time concerted. 
Mr. Howe asked that the case be taken from the 
jury forthwith. Judge Van Brunt differed with 
him as to the value of the evidence and the con- 
struction of the statute. He denied the motion 
to dismiss. 

Lawyer Hummel’s presentation of the case 
for the defense was brief but vociferous, and at 
times intensely dramatic. He said, among nu- 
merous other things, that Schwab was not the 
black Frankenstein that he had been painted, 


but he was an estimable citizen, with theories 
and pronunciamepntos abreast of the able 
thought of the age. He did not seek the revo- 
lution of governments by the sword, knife, or 
pistol, nor did he desire by bloodshed to usurp 
the rights of the people. The general testimony 
of the defense may be briefly summed up. 
Maurice J. Bachman, a correspondent for a 
workingmen’s paper in Chicago, said that he at- 
tended the meeting and closely watched Schwab 
when the disturbance began. Schwab did not 
shout to have the police cleared out, nor did 
pe strike anybody. A Herald reporter said that 
he stood nearer to Schwab than Capt. Mc- 
Cullagh did, but he did not hear him make 
any threats. He did see somebody strike Capt. 
McCullagh. 8. E. Shewitch, who attended the 
meeting for a German newspaper, said that the 
police clubbed the people in the hall indiscrim- 
inately and trod them under foot. Schwab dic 
not instigate the row. Before objection could 
be interposed the witness said that he believed 
the meeting could have been properly organized 
after the first disturbance if the police had not 
interfered. Alexander Jonas, editor of the same 
German newspaper, said that the conduct ot the 
police was the *‘most terrible he had ever wit- 
nessed in two worlds.”” Mr. Jonas was to have 
been Chairman of the meeting. John G. Schuck 
paid that he stood within 18 inches of Schwab 
during the meeting. He did not hear him shout, 
and saw him strike no one. Oscar Haas gave 
testimony to the same effect. Rudolph Kraast 
said that he did not hear Schwab shout. Ernest 
Wambold and §S. Cohen neither heard him shout 
nor saw him strike. 

The interesting feature of the day was 
Schwab’s testimony in his own behalf. He used 
his deep, resonant voice with well-judged modu- 
lation and answered questions with studied de- 
liberation. He cailed himself a saloon keeper, 
importer, and newsdealer. He said that he went 
to the meeting representing no society or organ- 
ization, but simply as a citizen to hear two sides 
of a discussion ona topic that interested him. 
He testified—as dia all the other witnesses for 
the defense—that he was ignorant of the source 
of the inflammatory circulars distributed there. 

“Did you do anything or say anything during 
the entire evening,” asked Lawyer Howe, “ cal- 
culated to create a breach of the peace ?”’ 

“TIT did not,” said Schwab, emphatically. 

“Did you, by word, look, or gesture, encour- 
age any disturbance ?”’ 

“No, Sir. On the contrary, I tried to quiet 
those around me.” 

Schwab said that the disturbance originated 
around and on the platform, not in the body of 
the ball. Capt. McCullagh began to club the 
men in possession of the platform. In doing so 
he fell to the floor, but was up again in less than 
a secoud. Schwab was standing several feet 
away from him. Hedidnotstrike any police- 
man, use any threats, nor cry out in profane 
language. The Captain would not allow the 
meeting to be called to order. In going out 
Schwab passed several policemen on the stairs, 
but they did not interfere with him. Some time 
afterward six policemen came into his saloon 
without a warrant and marehed him off to the 
police station in his shirt sleeves under cover of 
a cocked revolver. They searched him in the 
street, but found nothing on him except a pocket 
knife and a few keys. tbe entry in the police 
blotter as to the time he was brought into the 
station house Schwab declared to be a forgery. 

In along cross-examination Schwab defined, 
after a fashion, his views as a ‘** Revolutionary 
Socialist.” Heand his were working, he said, 
for anew and better order of society by adopt- 
ing such measures asthe colonists used in 1776. 
and such as had been frequently used since on 
other occasions. Asa means to accomplish that 
end he was in sympathy with violent methods, 
all going on at the same time in different lands, 
50 as to make it literally ‘‘ universal.’ The red 
flag carried by the Socialists represented a soli- 
darity of interests by working men throughout 
the world, to be brought about by education 
and not by force. The policy of the order was 
to appeal to reason rather than to arms until the 
ened time arrived. Revoiutionary Socialism and 

mmunism, the witness said, were almost iden- 
tically the same. They wanted the “ reconfisca- 
tion” of capital, which was practically redis- 
tributing it to the men who produced it. They 
believed in individual rights and property so far 
as itfremained in the handsof the men whose 
brain and muscle produced it. Schwab did not 
want the protection of city police or National 
Government. He looked upon covernment asa 
factor for oppressing and enlaving the great 
majority of men, upheld and controlled by a 
few ‘* bosses.” 

“Then am Ito understand,” said Judge Van 
Brunt,” *“*that when you get a suflicient number 
of people educated to your views you will en- 
deavor to overthrow all existing tormsof gov- 
ernment?” 

Schwab endeavored to dodge at first, but, being 
close pressed, he said fiercely: ‘* Yes, Sir. When 
Iam strongenough I will strike, All progress 
has been brought about by revolution.” 

Taking a glimpse into the future, Schwab saw 
that the time was speedily coming when gov- 
ernments would trespass on the abstract rights 
of man, and then, as of yore,the masses of peo- 
ple would rebel. 

While Schwab was delivering himself of a de- 
nunciation of wealth, Juror Thomas Osborne 
rose up and protested that he “represented” a 
million and a haif of dollars. He wanted to try 
this man fairly for riot and assault. In the 
juror’s opinion it was simply “ cruelty to ani- 
mals” to keep the jurors in court listening to 
such talk as Schwab had been giving them, 

A tumult of applause drowned the juror’s 
voice. Under Judge Van Brunt's orders the 
court officers speedily hustled all the spectators 
from the court room, leaving Mrs. Schwab and 
another woman with her surrounded by empty 
benches and chairs. Schwab continued his talk 
for a little while longer. He said that he was 
a very religious man, though he was an atheist. 
His religion was a “reunification” of the rights 
or man. 

The court sat long beyond the usual hour of 
adjournment to allow Schwab and the defense te 
@nish their testimony.

The 
man discovered Couplin at the same time, and, 
jumping uP. started on a run yp by the 
spot. Couplin fired both} barrels of his gun at 
the retreating marauder, and from the yells 
emitted by the poacher there was ne doubt that 
both barrels took effect. The gun was loaded 
with fine shot. A doctor having been sum- 
moned to a neighbor of Couplin’s soon after the 
shots were fired that nicht, and the neighbor not 
having been seen out since, the owner of the 
trout pond believes that he can put his finger on 
the man whostole his fish. 








DISSATISFIED WITH CIVIL SERVICE. 
Troy, May 19.—The Civil Service Com- 
missioners and the Police Commissioners of this 
city are notin harmony. The former, it is al- 
leged, are partisans of Mayor Fitzgerald, from 
the hands of whose friends the control of the 
police force was recently taken.

THE CLUVERIUS MURDER TRIAL, 


STILL HEARING EVIDENCE TO SUSTAIN THE 
PROSECUTION, 

RICHMOND, Va., May 19.--The trial of 
T. J. Cluverius for the murder of Lillian Madi- 
son was resumed this morning. Col. Aylett, of 
the presecution, asked that the jury be sent out 
of the court room in order that the question of 
the admissibility of certain testimony might be 
argued. The defense argued in opposition to 
permitting the introduction by the prosecution 
of one of the letters known as the ‘Curtis 
letter,” which is said to be a forgery, and 
which, it is alleged was addressed ‘by 
Cluverius, ‘The letter was an _ invitation 
or a request from a lady of this city to 


Miss Madison to come to Richmond for the pur- 
pose of accompanying an invalid to Old Point 
Comfort. The argument occupied nearly two 
hours, and at its conciusion the court said it 
would examine the authorities, and that in the 
meantime the case could goon in some other 
branch. The jury was then recalled, and Mrs. J. 
B. Dickinson was again placed in the witness 
chair. She testified that she had received two 
postal cards from Lillian after the latter had left 
her house. Both were dated March 13, She 
burned them before she heard of Lillian‘s death, 
but could give the substance of their contents. 

The defense objected to the witness giving the 
contents and the prosecution did not press the 
matter. ; i . 4 

Upon cross-examination witness said that Lil- 
lian visited her cousin’s family, who lived in the 
neighborhood, and other families near her home. 
Lillian had a friend named Miss Kenny, who had 
a grown brother. A Miss Williams and her 
brother came to the witness’s house to see Lil- 
lian. The deceased at times seemed to be de- 
pressed in spirits and troubled, but witness 
never asked why she was so. She was never 
visited by any gentleman outside the immediate 
neighborhood. Lillian’s demeanor while at wit- 
ness’s house was faultless. She was always kind, 
amiable, and gentile, and always doing little acts 
of kindness to contribute to witness's happiness. 
She did not consider Lillian a brave woman. 

The prosecution here sought to put in evi- 
dence the bundle of clothing found in the river 
and the other articles found. The defense ob- 
jected to the introduction of anything except 
the clothing found on the person of the de- 
ceased and the glove found on the reservoir em- 
bankment. The objection was overruled and 
the detense excepted. 

John L. Oliver, County Jailer of King and 
Queen, testified that acting under a search war- 
rant, about two weeks ago, he had searched the 
house of Mrs. Tunstall, the prisoner’s aunt, and 
there found an overcoat and hat which she 
said belonged to ** Tommy,” meaningiher son. 

On cross-examination witness said he was ac- 
companied by three officers from Richmond. 
Mrs. Cluverius was the only white person at the 
house. She seemed agitated when the warrant 
was read to her and told a colored girl to go aft- 
er aaa one, but one of the officers stopped the 
girl. 

Emmett Richardson, of King and Queen 
County, testified that about March 10 or 122 he 
came to Richmond with Cluverius, and that he 
then wore a light Fall overcoat and a low slouch 
hat. To the best of his knowledge and belief the 
overcoat and hat were thesame as worn by the 

risoner at that time. Upon their arrival in 
Richmond he went with the prisoner to Davis’s 
Hotel, where Cluverius left his overshoes. 

James M. Guthrie, Assistant Postmaster at 
Braes, King and Queen County, had received 
letters to be mailed, which to the best of his 
knowledge and belief were addressed in the 
prisoner’s handwriting. He wassure that some 
of them were addressed to ‘*Miss Fannie Lillian 
Madison, Millborough Springs, Bath County, 
Va.” The Jast letter was mailed four or five 
days before it was reported that the prisoner 
had gone to Richmond. 

It appeared during Guthrie's testimony that a 
private examination of the witness had taken 
place before by counsel for the prosecution, and 
that his answers under oath did not conform to 
all that seemed to be expected. The witness, 
since his arrival in Richmond, had roomed for a 
time with Wliliam Cluverius, a brother of the 

risoner, and also with Messrs. Pollard and 

tvans, of counsel for the defense. He stated 
that there had been unkind feelings between 
himself and the prisoner for about six months. 

Judge John B. Foster. of the King and Queen 
County Court, testified that he knew the prisoner 
as a practitioner in his court. He knew his over- 
coat and had seen his watch key. The key was 
shown him and he said it borea general resem- 
biance to the one he had seen the prisoner wear, 
but be was net positive that it was the one. 

At 2 o’clock the court adjourned until to-mor- 
row, so as to take time to examine the authori- 
ties on the questions upon which decision had 
been reserved and to give counsel for the de- 
fense an opportunity to examine the trunk and 
the bag of clothing. 


NOTHING LEFT OF THE CHICKEN. 

MIDDLETOWN, May 19.—C. S. Horton, of 
Purdy’s, near this village, set a steel trap a few 
days agoto catch a hawk that had been carry- 
ing off his chickens. When he went to look at 
his trap he found that an unusually large bird 
had been caught. The trap was baited with an 
old hen that had been killed for the purpose, ana 
notwithstanding that the sharp jaws of the trap 
had almost cut through the hawk’s leg, it had 
eaten every particle of meat from the chicken’s 
bones. The hawk measured 4 feet from tip to 
tip of its wings.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 

CHICAGO, May 19.—The leading Produce.man 
kets were quiet to-day, except Corn, and ay 
stronger. The persistence of cold weather in the W 
increased the previous fears that this will prove to be 
bad year for crops, and the news which came in from 
the farming districts did not tendto remove that im 
pression. The feeling’was most decidedly manifested 
in Corn. There was alittle more doing on outside ac. 
count, while local operators were disposed to hold 
off and see what others would do. The shipping 
business was very dull, yet there was some Wheat 
taken for export. Provisions were quiet, but firmer. 
They sympathized with Hogs at the stock yards and 
with Corn on ’Change to the extent of being held 
higher, but there was not much done. Some outside 
buying of Pork was noted early, supposed to be mostly 
for New-York, other than that the trading was nearly 
all on the scalp, The foreign markets were quoted 
steadier, and the outgo from this city was 
spoken of as a_ little more satisfactory. Pork 
sold up 15c.,to $11 30 for July, and closed. at $11 20 bid, 
with June at 10c. discount, and August at 1c. premt- 
um. Lard sold 7c. higher, at $6 90 for July, and 
closed ut $6 85, with June at Tige. discount and August 

e. premium. Ribs sold up 10c., to $5 7734 for July, 
¢ ote at 5c. less, with June at 7}ée. discount, and Au- 
gust at 7i<c. premium. 

Flour was quiet and unchanged. The demand was 
only local. Stocks are said to be light, the total in the 
hands of jobbers being estimated at not more than 
About 10,000 bbis. Wheat was quiet and geverally 
steady, but with an easy tone. Tne British markets 
were called dull, though steadier, with some fears for 
the crop there, owing to the backwardness of the 
season. Also New-York was reported to be laboring 
under a bull movement early, and the strength in Corn 
tended to advance Wheat here. But the demand was 
not sufficient to sustain prices and they slowly fell 
back, with little besides changing in progress and 
some locai scalping. The Roche crowd was 
credited with an attempt to work our market 
up at the outset on the fact of cold weather, but they aid 
not find support, though the news from the Wheat fields 
of the West was far from favoring those who want 
to seen goodcrop.

Mr. RANDALL’S somewhat precipitate 
nomination of the President as a candi- 
date for re-election in 1888 must not be 
taken as a waiver of his own claims to 
that honor. His confident prophecy of 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s renomination and re- 
election may be set down as the con- 
clusion of a train of reasoning sud- 
denly started in Mr. RANDALL’s mind 
by the arrival of Mr. CaRLISLE in 
Washington. Pennsylvania and protec- 
tion for protection’s sake have been 
thrust into the background, while Ken- 
tucky and the reform of the tax laws 
appear to be in favor at the White 
House. Therefore Mr. RANDALL con- 
cludes that it is a good time to praise 
the Administration, and to praise it 
with all his might and in a loud 
voice, But the remarkable part of 
Mr. Ranpawu’s confession of faith to 
the Herald correspondent is his admis- 
sion that the changes occurring ‘‘in the 
conditions existing in our country and 
the countries with which we exchange 
productions” must be provided for 


“through modifications in.our tariff laws,” 
and that the ‘‘ best time” to make these 
alterations is immediately following the 
collection of information by the census 
takers. We have supposed all along that 


Mr. RANDALL believed it to be highly im- 


proper for us to exchange productions 
with any country, but he now admits not 
only the existence of such a system of ex- 
changes, but proposes to favor its con- 
tinuance by changes in the tariff laws. 
If Mr. RANDALL does not hasten to ex- 
plain away this part of his interview as a 


monstrous typographical error, the Re- 
publican protectionists of Pennsylvania 
will reapportion him out of Congress in 


1886. 





The city authorities of Milwaukee, Wis, 
have determined to introduce the reform 
system into the civil service of that city. 
Application has been made for the neces- 
sary information as to the methods used 
in this State, and the change will be made 
as soon as plans can be properly ma- 
tured. There is no question that ap- 
pointments for merit, tested by compe- 
tition and probation, are as great an 
advantage for the public business of a city 
as for that of the State, if not even greater, 
since almost the entire work of a munici- 
pal ‘‘government” is purely administra- 
tive, involving the exercise of no discre- 
tion as to which political parties could 
possibly differ. The final application of 
the merit system to American cities will 
be brought about when the taxpayers 
realize its value. 


There have been wild .rumors circulat- 
ing in Chicago for several days as to cor- 
ruption for the purpose of defeating Gen. 
LoGaN, both on the part of the Demo- 
crats and on that of the friends of Judge 
Tree. But Gen. LoGan, in returning 
thanks for his election, said: ‘‘ No mat- 
‘ter what may have occurred during the 
contest, it has been carried on in a spirit 
of fairness,” and he added that he “‘re- 

_ ppected Col, Morrison politically and so- 


cially,” and for Mr. TREE, he had “ noth- 
ing but respect.” These statements could 
not have been made by the Senator if the 
rumors circulated by his friends had any 
foundation in fact. 


The reckless person who declared that 
he could jump from the Brooklyn Bridge 
into the East River proved it yesterday. 
Anybody who was daring and reckless 
} enough could do the same thing provided 
he was not prevented, but no one is 
likely to try it a second time. The reck- 
less person struck the water on his side, 
and the life was knocked out of him. 
Possibly it was not too valuable a 
i life to be used in demonstrating the 
folly of the performance and putting an 
end to such perilous experiments, but one 
is enough. lf anybody proposes to imi- 
tate the unfortunate OpLUM he should be 
treated as a lunatic or a person bent on 
{ suicide and properly cared for. People of 
sense will be satisfied with the result of 

one such experiment. 











The news of the atrocities committed by 
Indians upon white women in the Cana- 
dian Northwest comes very inopportunely. 
It threatens to defeat the pacification of 
the country, for which a lenient treatment 
of RIEL is very desirable. Of course, if it 
can be shown that Riz in any way per- 
mitted or connived at these atrocities, 
his case is not one which admits of 
clemency. But the evidence to that 
effect should be clear, The London 
papers are reported to be urging the 
Canadians not to show leniency to 
RIEL, which mainly shows that the Lon- 
don papers are ignorant of the real state 
of affairs. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the just discontent of the set- 
tlers would have found expression in rebel- 
lion and that the rebels would have found 
a leader if R1eL had never been born. The 
hanging of RIEL as a leader and represent- 
ative of these people would prolong and 
intensify the disaffection, which may be 
removed altogether by lenient treatment 
of those rebels who are merely rebels and 
by taking away the causes of their re- 
bellion. 








It isa fortnight since it was proclaimed 
that the state of the negotiations between 
England and Russia insured peace. Peace 
has not yet been assured. It does not 
look as if either England or Russia were 
ready to beat its sword into a plowshare, 
with one power arranging ‘a naval dem- 
onstration of extraordinary importance” 
in Bantry Bay, the other preparing 
‘“‘ grand manoeuvres and artillery practice” 
and taking vigorous measures for the se- 
curity of Cronstadt. Nobody can doubt 
the pacific intentions of Mr. GLADSTONE 
and his colleagues. They will not fight 
if they can helpit. The recent proceed- 
ings of Russia indicate very strongly that 
Russia means either to goad England into 
war or to force her to make a humiliating 
peace. 














There are intimations of a disposition on 
the part of>the Republican members of 
the Legislature to adjourn the special ses- 
sion without passing a census bill. This 
would be a plain neglect of duty and 
would put them in the wrong before the 
people of the State. A bill should be 
passed providing for a census as required 
by the Constitution. The bill should be 
so framed as to meet the best judgment of 
the majority of the Legislature, and if the 
Governor sees fit to veto it the responsi- 
bility will be thrown upon him, The 
Legislature is certainly not bound to yield 
its judgment and accept the dictation of 
the Governor as to what shall be included 
in the census. 

Itis said that some of the Democratic 
members contend that under the call for 
the special session the Legislature can 
only provide for an enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the State as a basis for re- 
apportionment. This is mere quibbling. 
The Constitution declares that ‘‘at ex- 
traordinary sessions no subject shall be 
acted upon except such as the Governor 


may recommend for consideration.” The 


Governor in convening the Legislature 
in extraordinary. session was careful to 
‘recommend for consideration’ such 
legislation, and ‘‘such legislation only,” 


as is required to carry into effect that 
part of the Constitution which reads as 


follows: ‘*‘An enumeration of the inhab- 
itants shall be taken, under the direction 
of the Legislature, in the year 1855 and at 
the end of every ten years thereafter,” 


which enumeration, the Governor adds, 
is declared to be taken in order to secure 


an equitable apportionment of Senators 
and members of Assembly for the several 
counties of the State. 

** An enumeration of the inhabitants” is 
the only census required by the Constitu- 
tion to be taken, but that is to be taken 
‘‘ under the direction of the Legislature,” 
and its power to include such statistics as 
may be of value in showing the classifi- 
cation of population, the occupations 
of the people, and the general re- 
sources of the State is not restricted. The 
subject for its consideration under the 
Governor's call is the census, and no word- 
ing of that call can either expand or con- 
tract the constitutional authority under 
which the Legislature acts in providing 
for an enumeration of inhabitants. The 


only authority in the national Constitu- 
tion under which the Federal census is 
taken is one which requires an enumera- 
tion as a basis for apportioning representa- 
tion. This enumeration is to be made “ in 
such manner as they [Congress] shall by 
law direct.” ‘‘ Under the direction of the 
Legislature” is the equivalent expression 
in our State Constitution. Nobody pre- 
tends that Congress is restricted by the na- 
tional Constitution to a bare enumeration 
of inhabitants in providing for the decen- 
nial census, and if an extraordinary ses- 
sion were to be called for this purpose by 
the President he could not by quoting the 
language as to enumeration restrict the 
power of Congress to direct by law the 
manner in whichit shall be made. Neither 
can the Governor take from the Legisla- 
ture the right of “ direction” conferred 
upon it in the matter of making an enu- 
meration here. . 

The Legislature may as well brush aside 
all this’ petty quibbling and direct, as it 
j may deem best, the manner of taking the 
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census, or the “enumeration of inhab- 
itants,” which is the constitutional term 
for the same thing. In the apportionment 
for Senators ‘‘ aliens and persons of color 
not taxed” and in the apportionment of 
Assembly ‘‘aliens” are to be excluded 
from the number of inhabitants, which 
implies a certain amount of classification, 
and this may be carried to any ex- 
tent that the Legislature sees fit to 
direct. We have no doubt  what- 
ever that under the call of the 
Governor for the special session the Legis- 
lature has all the power to direct the 
manner of taking the census that it had 
at the regular session or that it has ever 
had in providing for an enumeration, It 
is its business to exercise that power. If 
it is convinced that it would be better to 
provide only for such a count of inhabit- 
ants as is necessary for the apportion- 
ment, let it do so; but the census 
could well be made of much greater 
value if more fully taken, provided 
it were done with care and ac- 
curacy. If the Legislature thinks a fuller 
census should be taken let it provide for 
a fuller one. It willonly exercise its right 
and fulfill its duty, and it is in no way 
bound to consider what the Governor 
thinks about it. If the latter chooses to 
disapprove of its action, and two-thirds of 
the members of both houses cannot be in- 
duced to vote for the measure notwith- 
standing his objections, the duty of the 
Legislature will have been discharged and 
the responsibility will rest with the Gov- 
ernor. 








THE RE-ELECTION OF MR. LOGAN, 


The Legislature of Illinois yesterday re- 
elected the Hon. Jonn A. LoGan to the 
United States Senate for a term of six 
years from the 4th of March last. This 
result of a prolonged contest, which has 
lasted since the middle of January, now 
more than four months, has much signifi- 
cance with regard to the condition of 
parties in the United States at the present 
moment, and not a little with re- 
gard tothe functions and powers of 
the body to which Mr. Logan has 
been chosen. As between him and 
his immediate rival for the place, it is 
safe tosay that even in the minds of his 
own party Mr. LoGaN is not the equal in 
intellectual force or in the elements of 
statesmanship of Mr. Morrison. The lat- 
ter has shown himself capable, in a party 
not friendly to ideas or to independent ac- 
tion, of reaching pronounced convictions 
on at least one question of national im- 
portance and of building up within his 
party a strong, earnest, and faithful fol- 
lowing. He represents beyond any leader 
of his party except Mr. CaRLISLE a defi- 
nite policy, and to that extent his canvass 
for the Senatorship may be regarded as 
presenting something like a national 
issue. 

Mr. LOGAN represents very little except 
a sturdy and sincere Republican partisan- 
ship, a strong sympathy with the feelings 
retained from the war by the Republican 
Party, and, by no means the least, a com- 
pact and closely organized political ma- 
chine, constructed in strict accord with 
the methods of the spoils system. In per- 
sonal character he is above the rather low 
average of favorite politicians. He has 
energy, party loyalty, courage, and much 
political skill of a rude sort. His con- 
duct during the war, his fine army rec- 
ord, and his unqualified devotion to 
the avowed purposes of the Republican 
Party after the war count for much in his 
popularity. Beyond these it rests mainly 
on his unhesitating, persistent, and ruth- 
less use of the patronage over which his 
position and the traditions of the Senate 
have given him control. Regarding the 
United States Senate, as it was intended 
by the framers of the Constitution to be, 
as a body of men of marked ability, 
judgment, and training, chosen by the 
sifting method of legislative election, on 
the one hand to represent the States 
as States in their relations to the 
Federal Government, on the other 


to secure deliberation and _ enlight- 


ened criticism of the popular branch, 
Mr. Logan is hardly the ideal Sen- 


ator. Regarding it with reference to 
its functions as a body co-operative with 
the Executive in the management of our 


relations with foreign Governments and 
in the exercise of the appointing power 


for the more important offices of the civil 
service, there is nothing in the qualities 
or in the experience of Mr. LOGAN, or, for 
that matter, of Mr. MorRIson, to attract 
the judgment of the Legislature of Illinois, 


The struggle has, in fact, been a purely 


partisan one, as remote from the process 
by which it was contemplated by the 
Constitution that the choice of a Senator 
would be made as can be conceived. As 
a party struggle there is no doubt that the 
victory has fallen to the better side. Mr. 
LOGAN, in some important respects, is not 


so good a Senator as Mr. MorRISON would 
be likely to be, but the Republican Party 
of Illinois is beyond all question better, 
safer, purer, more trustworthy, than the 
Democratic Party. It has its vices,and they 
are neither few nor slight, but they are less 


numerous and less dangerous than those 
of the Democratic Party in that State. If 
Mr. LoGAN is rather below than above 
the standard usually observed by his own 
party, Mr. MoRRISON was clearly above 


the one generally applied by his. Con- 
sidering some of the features of Mr. Mor- 
RISON’S canvass, and the influence he 
would have exerted asa member of the 
party possessing the Presidency, it is 
clear that the interests of the country 
will, on the whole, be better sub- 
served by Mr. LoGaN as a Republican 
than they would have been by Mr. Mor- 
RISON as a Democrat. The point that 
seems of the most significance in the 
affair is that the Senate has become a 
body to which men are chosen by such a 
partisan struggle, and has almost ceased 
to be one in which, except in small States, 
men are chosen for distinguished char- 
acter and ability. For this change there 
are many reasons, the chief of which is 
that since the post-rebellion period, in 
which the reconstruction policy was fixed, 
there has been no career for great party 
leaders in the Senate. The questions 
that aroused deep feeling and divided 
the voters throughout the Union by 
sharply defined lines having passed 
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away, and no like questions having 
arisen, there has been relatively little 
scope for real leadership either in the Sen- 
ate or the House. In the former the 
patronage-mongering talent has had the 
greatest field for profitable activity, and 
the people have been content that patron- 
age mongers should win the seats. The 
first condition to the elevation of the 
Senate will be the radical reform of the 
civil service and the absolute withdrawal 
of the great body of offices from political 
control, When that is accomplished, as 
it will be sooner or later, other changes 
will suggest themselves. 








THE MUNSELL CASE. 


It seems clear that the application for a 
writ of habeas corpus in the case of Mr. 
MUNSELL was one which the General Term 
had no choice but to deny. The produc- 
tion of a commitment from a court of 
competent jurisdiction has always been 
held to be a conclusive answer to the as- 
sertion of a prisoner that he is unlawfully 
deprived of his liberty; and it is for pro- 
curing the release only of persons un- 
lawfully confined that the writ is issued. 

It seems to be commonly supposed that 
a commitment for contempt is not re- 
viewable, but the General Term takes pains 
to show that this is an error. It is an 
error which has the countenance of sev- 
eral text writers, one of whom says that 
in the absence of statutes limiting the 
power of courts to punish for contempt 
‘the question of what constitutes a con- 
tempt is a question of judicial discretion 
for the determination of the court or Judge 


whose authority has been impugned.” 


If this were true of the case of Mr. 
MUNSELL it would follow that if unjustly 
imprisoned for contempt he would be 
without remedy, and that the only manner 
in which repetitions of the offense com- 
mitted against him by astretch of judicial 
authority could be prevented would be 
by the impeachment of the offending 
Judge. <A decision which left any un- 
just or irascible Judge the power of de- 
termining what is a contempt of his 
authority or of his dignity, and of punish- 


ing it according to his own taste and. 


fancy, would be a very dungerous thing. 
The General Term, however, has re- 
fused to make such a decision. It was 
contended by the representatives of the 
District Attorney, who were in fact also 


the representatives of Judge VAN Brunt,- 


that. besides the several kinds of contempt 
enumerated by the statutes of this State 
a Judge also retained the power belong- 
ing to him at common law of punishing 
for contemptuous and disrespectful con- 
duct generally. No doubt this is true, 
and it would be a great hardship if it 
were not true. It would be impossible 
to specify in a statute all the varieties 
of contumely which an ingenious and 
malicious lawyer or suitor could heap 
upon a Judge, and which a Judge would 
be bound to submit to if he had not this 
general and necessarily indefinite power. 
But though general and indefinite, the 
power is not irresponsible. The Judge 


can be impeached, as was actually done- 


in the case of Judge PecK, who was tried 
by the United States Senate for an unjust 
and oppressive use of his power of pun- 
ishing for contempt and very narrowly 
escaped conviction. The decision can also 
be reviewed, not upon a writ of habeas 
corpus, but as other judicial decisions are 
reviewed. Judge COOLEY says of the 
power to punish summarily for contempt 
that ‘“‘ when inferior courts punish for 
contempts their records must show that 
the party is convicted of conduct which 
is in fact a contempt, and the conviction 
will be void if the proof is wanting.” 
He also observes that ‘‘the power 
is one to be exercised very spar- 
ingly and only when the necessity 
plainly appears.” It would be very 
difficult to make out that the offense of a 
juror in differing from the court as to the 
weight of evidence, of which the jury and 
not the court was the judge, and in en- 
deavoring to persuade his fellow-jurors to 
his view, was guilty of conduct which is 
‘in fact a contempt.” This is really the 
offense charged by Judge Van Brunt 
upon Mr. MUNSELL, for the offense of vis- 
iting O’DONOVAN’s office is not a contempt 
of court in the absence of a specific pro- 
hibition, but a misdemeanor of another 


nature altogether. 
What has principally excited the public 


impatience of the whole administration of 
justice in connection with this case was 
the fear that the action of Judge Van 
BRUNT might be held to be unreviewable. 


In that case there would be no appeal 
from Philip drunk to Philip sober, from a 


Judge out of temper and suffering from 
chagrin to a Judge or a body of Judges 
who, not having been themselves parties 
to the quarrel, retained a judicial frame 
of mind. This fear is already dispelled 
by the action of the General Term in hear- 


ing argument upon the case, with a view 
of deciding whether the action of Mr. 
MUNSELL was in fact a contempt of court, 
and whether, therefore, the action of 
Judge VAN BRUNT was warranted. No- 
body in his senses can doubt what the re- 
sult will be if they consent to take the 
case into consideration. 








A CHANCE FOR THE SPIRITS. 

The University of Pennsylvania is try- 
ing to earn a bequest that is burdened 
with peculiar conditions, and there is at 
least one man to whom its labors are not 
satisfactory. A rich Spiritualist named 
HENRY SEYBERT gave to the university 
not long before his death $60,000 to be 
used in founding a chair of ‘‘ Moral and 
Intellectual Philosophy,” upon condition 
*‘ that the incumbent of the chair should 
either individually or in conjunction with 
a commission of the university Faculty 
make a thorough and impartial investiga- 
tion of all systems of morals, religion, and 
philosophy which assume to represent the 
truth, and particularly modern Spiritual- 
ism.” The gift was formally accepted, 
and in July, 1883, a commission of five 
persons was appointed to make the in- 
quiry. Now comes forward Mr. THoMas 
R. Hazarp, an aged Spiritualist, who 
seems to have been chosen by SEYBERT to 
represent him in this matter, and declares 
that, the university is not observing the 
conditions prescribed by his dead friend. 

The members of the committee are Dr.

‘WILLtam Peppsr, the Rev. GzorGeS, Fut- 
LERTON, Dr. JosePH Lerpy, Prof. Ros- 
ERT K. THOMPSON, Dr. GeoraEe E. Kor- 
NIG, and Dr. Horack HowaRD FURNEsS. 
Their first meeting was held about a year 
ago atthe house of aslate-writing medium, 
and the proceedings were terst iy described 
by Mr. HazarD in a memorandum book 
as follows: ‘‘Sat two hours without get- 
ting a scratch on the slates.” Three days 
later there was another meeting, but not 
a scratch on the slates until the Commis- 
sioners had left the house. Then, Mr. 
HazZaRD says, thet spirits began their 
work, and wrote something about influ- 
ences that had delayed their appearance. 
Mr. HAZarD asserts that the unemployed 
inhabitants of the spirit world will write 
in the presence of Messrs. Lripy and 
FURNESS, but absolutely refuse to squeeze 
themselves in between the folded slates 
and go to work when Messrs. Kornia and 
FULLERTON are in the room. He hears 
that the Rev. Mr. FULLERTON spoke in a 
derogatory way of so-called spiritual phe- 
nomena at Cambridge, Mass., not long 
ago; that Prof. THOMPSON declared in a 
five years ago, that 


to a discussion concerning Spiritu- 
alism, and that ‘Dr. KorniG_ wrote, 
in an article published a year 
ago, that in his opinion all of the ‘‘so- 
called mediums” were humbugs.  In- 
vestigators should know, he says, that 
‘fan angry or otherwise injurious 
thought, that would disturb a medium’s 
mind if given expression to in words, 
may as effectually rend asunder the mys- 
tic cord by which the denizens of the un- 
seen world communicate with mortals.” 
Bearing in mind the reported declara- 
tions of three Commissioners and 
the refusal of the spirits to crawl 
around between the slates for them, 
he asserts that a majority of the Com- 
missioners are disqualified from making 
an impartial investigation. He admits 
that at all the meetings the deportment of 
each Commissioner has been faultless, 
that the members have treated the medi- 
ums with courtesy and kindness, and that 
they are all men of high social and _ liter- 
ary standing and of unblemished moral 
character, but he will not admit that it is 
possible for them to make a thorough and 
impartial examination of the matter. 
They are disqualified, he says, by ‘‘ edu- 
cation, habit of thought, and prejudices.” 

Now it seems to us that Mr. Hazarp is 
making a great blunder, and that the 
spirits are willfully and stupidly neglect- 
ing a grand opportunity for enlightening 
an unbelieving world. Here is a commit- 


tee made up of well known gentlemen—. 


men of high standing, great ability, and 
unspotted character, as he admits—whose 
report will have great weight with persons 
who are in doubt about these things. The 
spirits ought to jump at the chance, 
and if they are blind to their best inter- 
ests Mr. HazarD should strive to convince 
them that now is the time to lay aside 
the banjoes and ropes and cabinets and 
bells and slates and all the paraphernalia 
which tricksters can use as skillfully as 
they can, and appear so distinctly and 
with such unmistakable proofs of their 
presence and power that even these un- 
believers will be convinced. Why shouldn’t 
some bright spirit, not otherwise em- 
ployed, materialize before each one of these 
stubborn doctors and Professors and thus 
by one stroke prove to them how nar- 
row and bigoted has been their phi- 
losophy? Mr. Hazarpb_ undoubtedly 
believes that Mr. SEYBERT, who provided 
for this investigation, is now in the spirit 
land. It may be that the founder of the 
chair and his representative in this world 
have already been in communication with 
regard to this matter, in »which Mr. Sry- 
BERT took—and, in the opinion of Spirit- 
ualists, still takes—so deep an interest. 
If Mr. Hazarp and his fellow Spiritualists 
are not in error, why does not the spirit 
of Mr. SEYBERT himself appear before 
this commission and settle the matter 
once for all? 


STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE, 


The inventor of strawberry shortcake 
meant well, but he builded a great deal 
worse than he knew. His central idea, a 
combination of strawberries and pie crust, 
was original and praiseworthy, but the 


embodiment of the idea was a disastrous 


failure for the reason that he knew litile 


of architecture. 

The inventor wished to construct a 
superstructure of pie crust resting upon 
strawberries, and in its turn supporting 


strawberries, Had this idea in its original 
simplicity been carried out with ripe ber- 


ries and light pie crust the result would 
have been admirable, but unfortunately 
the inventor lacked the technical knowl- 
edge necessary to the successful embodi- 
ment of his conception. 

Reasoning from the analogy furnished 


by the great cathedrals of the world, he 
decided that his structure must rest ona 
broad and solid foundation. This was his 
first mistake. The foundation was made 
to rival granite in hardness and solidity, 
and though it undoubtedly would sustain 
a weight of twelve tons of strawberries to 
the square inch it is, if anything, more 
indigestible than granite—that is, the 
Egyptian variety of granite. It is occa- 
sionally broken up and eaten by an igno- 
rant and hungry man, whose ensuing death 
is usually ascribed by the attending physi- 
cian to a combination of cholera and gout 
in the stomach. 

The upper layer or roof of pie crust was 
made of materials different from those of 
the foundation. The inventor at first 
meant to make it much lighter than the 
foundation, but as it was to support a 
weight of strawberries he fancied that it 
must be very strong. This strength he 
sought to obtain by thickness, and, in- 
deed, did obtain it; but among med- 
ical men it is a question whether the hard 
under crust or the thick upper crust is the 
more swiftly fatal. 

This upper crust.or roof was in the orig- 
inal plan to be supported upon ripe straw- 
berries. It was found, however, that ripe 
strawberries were too weak to bear the 
weight. The device of very tough and 
unripe strawberries as supports for the 
roof was therefore adopted. As the 
shortcake had by this time become en- 
tirely unfit for food, the upper layer of 





strawberries was converted into a purely 


decorative feature, and this feature was 
made severely simple by limiting the num- 
ber of strawberries to not more than one 
berry to theinch. The result is the straw- 
berry shortcake as we now have it—an 
architectural and dietary monstrosity. 

Now, an able architect would have seen 
that the shortcake required no foundation 
except the surface of the plate on which it 
rested. He would have built a series of light; 
and graceful pie crust piers, connected 
by arches, to support a light upper crust. 
This would have been strong enough to 
support a layer of strawberries, since the 
weight of the latter would have really 
been borne by the arches and distributed 
among the piers. Ripe strawberries could 
thus have been used in the interior of 
the shortcake, and we should have hada 
structure worthy to rank with the noblest 
works of man. Even now it is not 
too late for a Renaissance in shortcake 
which might supersede the present atro- 
cious and fatal structure. 








The cross-examination of Justus 
ScuwaB, on trial for inciting riot and 
committing assault at a Socialist meet- 
ing last Winter, was skillfully directed 
yesterday with a view to defining his 
general attitude toward Jaw and order 
and the existing condition of things. He 
was shown up as an advocate of ‘‘re- 
confiscation” of capital, which is a 
euphemism for general plunder and dis- 
tribution of spoils, and of the destruction 
of all government, and he admitted that he 
favored a.resort to force when the time 
was ripe as a means of carrying out his 
social revolution. He succeeded in dis- 
gusting the jury and injuring his defense; 
but after all he is not on trial for his 
opinions and theories or for his part in the 
destructive purposes of the Socialists. 
What the jury is to decide is whether as 
a matter of fact he did at the Concordia 
Hall meeting incite riot or commit assault. 








The Mormon Elders who have been 
making so many converts in the Southern 
States do not propose to abandon that 
rich field without a contest. Although 
the new law in Tennessee forbidding any 
person to teach the doctrines of polygamy, 
or toinduce another to embrace polygamy 
or to emigrate for the purpose of practic- 
ing the same has been in force only one 
month, three proselyting Elders have al- 
ready been arrested for violating its pro- 
visions. They boldly declare an inten- 
tion to test the constitutionality of the 
act. This is the beginning of a conflict 
that will probably drive the missionaries 
out of a State in which they have been 
very successful. 








MR. RANDALL IN A NEW ROLE.

HE MANIFESTS AN INTEREST IN REFORM 
AND TALKS OF CHANGES IN THE TARIFF, 
From the Herald of Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Your  corre- 
spondent had to-day a very interesting conver- 
sation with Mr. Samuel J. Randali, which, with 
his consent, was later written down, and is now, 
with his permission, sent to the Herald, after his 
revision. 

It will be observed that Mr. Randall speaks 
with entire freedom and frankly of the political 
situation, of the President and the Administra- 
tion, and of what, in his judgment, lies in the 
future as to parties and politics. 

Your correspondent asked, ‘*What do you 
think of the new Administration ?” f 

Mr. Randall replied: “‘In my judgment it is 
going on as well as possible. and I am certain 
that it is making a good impression on the 
people. I notice some fault finding here and 
there, but I notice also that no one pretends to 
doubt the sincerity and honesty of the Presi- 
dent’s intentions. When so great a change. 
comes about as a change of parties after a quar- 
ter of acentury itis impossible but that some 
minor errors should be made. But the people 
do not deal harshly with public men for small 
mistakes in judgment, if only they seem to be 
honest and sincerely desirous to serve the gen- 
eral interest. I don’t believe that any one of 
either party doubts the President’s honest and 
patriotic purposes nor his ability and determina- 
tion to serve not merely his party but the whole 
country.” 

** You think well of the President, then ?”’ 

** Yes, and the more I see of him and the better 
I get to know him the more I perceive the sturdy 
honesty of his mind, the single-hearted conscien- 
tiousness with which he acts. Some of our men 
say he moves too slowly. That is true, but he 
has an immense work and responsibility upon 
him. Of all reforms administrative reform is 
the most difficult. To ascertain where in the 
immense Government establishment bad meth- 
ods prevail and incompetent or unfit persons are 
employed, and to improve the methods and sub- 
stitute faithful ana competent men to do the 
work isa huge task, for which even a single Presi- 
dential term is scarcely adequate. What bas been 
accomplished in the two months and a halt since 
the 4th of March is necessarily only the begin- 
ning. The President and the Cabinet have not 
had time to look closely into the machinery of 
the Government. hey are at work, and reports 
from different and numerous points and places 
are coming in, and will be intelligently acted 
upon as received, All his public experience as 
Mayor and Governor has fitted Mr. Cleveland in 
a very especial manner for his present task.” 

’ You believe, then, that with sufficient time 
the President will secure the confidence and ap- 
proval of his party and of the people at large?” 

‘*T believe he has these already, and I fee! cer- 
tain that he will gain more and more entirely 
their undoubting trust. I will go;further, and 
say to you that if he goeson as he has gone, in 
his own way, following his own ideasoft his duty 
to the public, he will be in the end one of the 
most acceptable Presidents we have ever had. 
He will, through his success, by the year 1888, as 
the public administrator of a great trust, be re- 
nominated and re-elected, and I am satisfied that 
the party canjdo no better than faithfully stand 
by him and co-operate with him. The work of 
reform confided to him can hardly be completed 
inasingle term. The country will re-elect him 
to secure the completion of that work. and give 
it the permanence which it ought to have for 
the general good.” ’ 

“Do you mean that the true policy for your 
party is to give the Administration a united and 
cordial support with the distinct object of re- 
nominating Mr. Cleveland in 1888 ?” 

“That is my view of the political situation. 
On genera! principles it must Diain to any 
one that we can more easily re-elect Mr. Cleve- 
land than elect a new man. Or, to put this in a 
different shape, if we cannot re-elect Mr. Cleve- 
land, he having accomplished in part orin whole 
the reforms desired by the people, then we can- 
not elect any one. We must cluster around 
him and his Administration, and thus keep our 
party together, strengthen it, and enable it to 
meet its opponents in 1888 with a solid front.”

Changes occur 
in the conditions existing in our country and 
the countries with which we exchange produc- 
tions more rapidly than is supposed. These 
changes must be provided for through modifica- 
tions in our tariff laws, and the best time to 
make these alterations is immediately following 
the information and results shown by our sys- 
tem of census returns.” 

This was the end of the conversation.

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INDIANS GIVING TROUBLE 


THE DISAFFECTION SPREADING 
NCRTH OF THE SASKATCHEWAN. 
POUNDMAKER’S CAPTURE NOT CONFIRMED— 
STORY OF THREE ESCAPED TEAMSTERS 

—RIEL STILL TALKING.’ 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba. May 19.—Nothing 
was learned until to-day concerning the fate of 
Mrs. Delaney, wife of Indian Farm Instructor 
Delaney, and Mrs. Gowanlock, captured by 
Poundmaker’s Indians several weeks ago. Word 
was received to-day from Col. Smith of the hor- 
rible treatment Mrs. Delaney received at the 
bands of the redskins by whom she was captured. 
Bhe was treated so horribly that her limbs were 
actually torn out of joint. She was then handed 
pver to squaws, who literally hacked her to 
pieces. Mrs. Gowanlock escaped more lightly, 
end is living now as the wife of one of 
the young Indians. Mrs. Delaney’s treatment 
was made more horrible because her husband 
was hated by the Indians. Mr. Wrigley, 
Chief Commissioner of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, has just received grave news from the 
North. It 1s announced that the Fort Pitt In- 
dians are rajding all the stores at Green Lake 
and other points and killing storekeepers and 
settlers. Supplies and goods that the Indians 
could not take away with them they burned, and 
they slaughtered all oxen and cattle in the vicin- 
ity. It was hoped that the disaffection among 
the redskins would not spread north of Sas- 
katchewan, and that the great hordes of In- 
fians in that vast district would be kept under 
control. The half-breed rebellion seems to be 
pretty effectually quelled, but a general Indian 
uprising appears imminent. 

Maxime Lepine, who was one of Riel’s right- 
hand men, gave himself up two hours after the 


capture of his chief andseemed downcast and 
disgusted. He admitted having been in the 
fight at Batoche, and that he was one of the 
rebe! Council. He did not_know where Dumont 
was. Lepine was Riel’s Liettenant in the Red 
River rebellion of 1870. P. H. Garnot, Secre- 
tary of Riel’s Council, 1s alsoa prisoner. A let- 
ter has been sent to Dumont to surrender on 
the same terms as Riel. Officers of Gen. Middle- 
ton’s force have offered $1,500 for his capture. 

Several wounded soldiers have died in hos- 
pital, among them Elhott, who served seven 

ears in the American cavalry and whose father 
i a Methodist minister in Troy, N. ¥. Gen. 
Middleton has now got more rebel prisoners on 
his hands than is convenient, and has telegraphed 
to the Government for instructions. He wants 
to release all except the leaders in the rebellion, 
and this is likely to be done. 

The report of an engagement between Col. 
Otter’s command end Poundmaker has not been 
contirmed, and up to 1 o’clock to-day nothing 
had been received tending to show that such an 
engagement had occurred. A private dispatch 
from Battleford reports all quiet there. 

A Humboldt dispatch of last night says: ** The 
Toronto Cavalry, posted near here, yesterday 
captured one of Chief White Cap’s band, who 
stated that White Cap and several squaws and 
well-mounted Indiaus were camped near Hum- 
boldt. Col. Dennison sent out a detachment to 
bring them in.” ; 

A dispatch from Saskatchewan Landing says: 
**Three of the teamsters who escaped from 
Poundmaker’s Indians have arrived, and report 
pas follows: Twenty-one ox teams and nine horse 
teams left Miller on the 1lth, and when within 
eight miles of Battleford were suddenly 
pounced upon by over 100 Indians, a!l mount- 
ed, who completely surrounded the men, 
pnd as the latter were not numerous enough 
to stand a fight the only thing left to 
do was to cut their horses loose and run 
off the trails between the different squads and 
take the chance of escaping. The 30 loads ot 
supplies comprised 17 loads of provisions and 13 
loads of oats. Fifteen more loads are some 20 
miles porth of Miller Station and 15 are at that 
station, making in all 60 loads now at the mercy 
pt the Indians. Twenty men were taken prison- 
ers by the Indians, 18 being ox drivers 
and 2 teamsters, The names of _ those 
who escaped are: F. Turner, Malcom Mc- 
Crae, William Sharp, Robert Benrett, 
W. B. Atkinson, Fred .Herner, one of the Fish 
brothers, and D. McCurdy. The names of the 
captured are not all known. Ten of them are: 
Dailas Vigne, James Holiand, Frank Cox, —— 
Fish, Tnomas Hind, C. H. Sheriff, William Parks, 
Thomas Carney, D. McEwing, Nick Brodie. The 
escaped men were chased over 10 miles and then 
fired upon, but without offect. McConnell, the 
depot clerk at Miller Station is here. He aban- 
doned his post on account of troubles. All the 
ptations along the trail are being closed. 


St. Pauu, Minn., May 19.—The special 
correspondent of the Pioneer Press telegraphs: 
** Riel to-day consented to be interviewed. He 
turns omeerne to yr ayy subjects. Asked 
pbout the Fish Creek fight Riel said: ‘Dumont 
would go, and went further than he should.’ 
Then he wandered off to say, * The Almighty 
directed the fight at that place.’ He 
Bays his force was 750 fighting men. Asked 
why he assured his people of the as- 
sistance of the United States, he said no reli- 
ance could be placed on the word of Indians who 
had given him assurances of assistance. Pressed 
as to astatement that the United States Gov- 
ernment was to assist him, Riel grew confiden- 
tial and again religious. Gen. Middleton 
thinks he is a religious monomaniac, but 
still more daft on other subjects. The 
prisoner expressed a desire that if any 
Dne were punished it should be himself 
alone. When Gen. Middleton left last evening 
Riel said: ‘General, I have been thinking 
whether, had the Almighty given me the de- 
cisive victory He has seen fit to gives you, I 
would receive success as well as you would.’ 
With the remark ‘I don’t think you would’ 
Gen. Middleton left him puzzling over this co- 
nundrum. Riel is coatiess, having left his gar- 
ment in the bush. He has moccasins on his feet, 
wears a black slouch hat, a hickory shirt, 
@ gray and dirty vest and trousers, hair 
and board. He is a decidedly dirty person. but 
of the most courteous manner. His voice is 
well modulated and his gestures are graceful. 
Although tbere is loud talking in the camp 
about shooting and hanging, the prisoner is in 
absolute safety. His greatest danger, if any ex- 
ists, is from some of those who were his prison- 
ers fortwo months. As soon as Riel was capt- 
ured Gen. Middleton telegraped to Ottawa for 
instructions what to do with him. Until the an- 
swer arrives the troops will stay here.” 


BATTLEFORD, Northwest Territory, May 
19.—There is much excitement in Calgarry, the 
pitizens being agitated over the reported prox- 
mity of Indians to the town. Big Bear’s band 
8 reported within 40 miles of the town, and Col. 
Amyolte telegraphed for moretroops. A courier 
irrived in from McLeod, asking for aid there as 
jhe Bloods are causing apprehension. The In- 
Sians have made another raid at Red Deer River 
on McKenzie’s and Richards’s houses. 


TORONTO, Ontario, May 19.—The Mail, 
the Government organ, says: ‘“*As an American 
citizen Riel can be tried in the same way as if he 
were still a subject of her Majesty in Canada.

RANDALL AS A TARIFF REFORMER 


THE KEYSTONE STATESMAN CLAIMS TO BE 
A CONVERT TO THE PRINCIPLE. 

WasHINGTON, May 19.—Not a little 
amusement and surprise have been caused to- 
day among persons who have known Mr. Ran- 
dali’s stubborn opposition to all tariff reform 
propositions by the appearance of an interview 
prepared by Mr. Randall, in which he comes out 
for areform of the tariff. The mere suggestion 
that the tariff should be modified has been 
enough to throw Randall men into fits of 
rage and to provoke them to stigmatize 
proposed tariff reformers as “Carlisle 
cranks” or “horizontal idiots.” Language 
of this sort was heard at the time Mr. Randall 
first visited Mr. Cieveland at Albany. It has 
beer repeated since Mr. Randall began to pay 
his frequent visits to the White House, and it 
had not abated any of its virulence until Mr. 
Carlisle returned to Washington and began to 
bea daily and welcome visitor upon President 
Cleveland. Mr. Kandall is not in the habit of 
retreating with precipitancy, and there are 
Democrats in town who are unkind enough 
to sav that in spite of the prediction that 
Mr. Randall had converted Mr. Cleveland to his 
tariff position, it looks as if Mr. Randall has 
been converted, has discovered how the “ cat 
will jump,” and has taken the seat of the anx- 
ious convert and desires to be prayed for. His 
declaration for tariff reform, it is asserted, would 
not have been made if he had tound tbe Presi- 
dent opposed to tariff reform, or even if he 
had discovered that the President was enam- 
ored of Mr. Randall’s statesmanlike do-noth- 
ing policy. If he had told the President 
the truth he would have informed him that he 
not only opposed a horizontal reduction of the 
tariff, but that he offered no suggestion for a 
better plan of modification when he defeated 
the Morrison bill. Hecould notescape informing 
the President that in defeating a proposition to 
make a horizontal reduction of 20 per cent. he 
called in the aid of the Republicans in Congress, 
and that the Democrat who had Jed this alliance, 
Mr. Converse, of Ohio, was afterward rejected 
as a candidate by his constituency, and that the 
same constituency elected his competitor, Mr. 
Outhwaite, as a tariff reform man. 

It is notatall probable that Mr. Randall’s os- 
tentatious pretended conversion will deceive 
anybody. Should the declaration which he has 
written for publication be considered in connec- 
tion with the fact that it is made four days after 
Mr. Carlisle began to be a daily visitor to the 
White House, it may excite fears among the 
Randall men that rotection for protec- 
tion’s sake will not be a good watcbword 
next December. It will no doubt be re- 
garded as a shameful thing for the Presi- 
dent to keep Mr. Carlisle talking for two 
hours a day on public matters, and to find the 
talk so instructive that he sends for Mr. Carlisle 
day after day to repeat his visits. Mr. Randall’s 
professions, too, are not accepted with that im- 
plicit faith that their seeming frankness may 
have been expected to inspire. Said one fol- 
lower of Mr. Carlisle’s leadership in the House: 
**It does not surprise me to see Mr. Randall de- 
clare himself in favor of tariff reform. That 
was inevitable as soon as he discovered that the 
President was disposed to shake his head at Mr. 
Randall. But Mr. Randall does not mean 
reform. Heis no more free from Pennsylvania 
domination than he was two years ago when he 
was the iron men’s candidate forthe Speaker- 
ship. He wants votes. If hecan get them by 
pretending to bea tariff reformer, bis purpose 
will be accomplished as completely as if he were 
a reformer in fact. You will find that Mr. Ran- 
dali’s alleged conversion isa blind, and that he 
will be as strong a protectionist after the Speak- 
ership contest as he has ever been.”

Randall's interview, said ne had read it and with 
much interest.

THE DOLPHIN’S FAILURE. 
Secretary Whitney at 10 o’clock to-night 
had not received the report of his special com- 
mission to go with the Dolphin on her trial trip. 
He is surprised at the failure of the dispatch

2,800 horse power required by the contract stipu- 
lation. At present be is unable to say what 
he will do next. He may wait to hear 
from Mr. Roach, as he is interested to an 
extent equal to that felt by the Navy Depart- 
ment; but it is possible that he will to-morrow 
address him in a brief note, inquiring what he 
proposes to do with the steamer. The fact that 
the engines appeared to work well while the 
vessel was at her dock, and that they immedi- 
ately became deranged when she got under way, 
has suggested that perhaps the Dolphin was not 
stiff, and that the strain upon her threw her out 
of line, and produced the friction that caused 
the overheating of the crank pin. The report of 
the committee is looked for with great interest. 
It may have something to say that will go to 
show that the underbidding of Mr. Roach pre- 
cluded the —— of a successful con- 
struction of the vessel; that possibly the plans 
upon which she was constructed were faulty, 
and that the Atiantic and Chicago can scarcely 
be expected to be much better vessels on trial 
than the Dolphin.

THE GIFT OF THE VANDERBILT. 





HOW THE OLD COMMODORE’S OFFER WAS 
MISUNDERSTOOD AND ACTED UPON. 
From the New-York Ledger. 

Nothing seems so welcome to the people 
just now as reminiscences of the late war. The 
passion and ill-feeling of the contest have passed 
away, never to return, but every one listens 
with increased interest to the authentic relation 
of incidents and events of the long struggle. 
Mr. J. C. Derby, the veteran publisher of this 
city, contributes his quotain his ‘Fifty Years 
among Authors,” recently given to the world. 
During the war, while holding a position 
of confidence in the State Department, he 
was charged by Secretary Seward to convey 
to the iate Commodore Vanderbilt the 
thanks of Congress for the “free gift he 
had made to his er a country of his new 
and stanch steamship Vanderbilt, of 5,000 tons 
burden, built by him with the greatest care, of 
the best materials. at a cost of $800,000.” The 
resolutions of thanks, superbly engrossed upon 
parchment and inclosed in anelegant frame, 
were duly presented by Mr. Derby. 

Their reception by the Commodore was pecul- 
iar and characteristic. He read them over care- 
fully, then looked at the official conveyer of the 
same, and finally broke into speech: 

“TI never gave that ship to Congress. When the 
Government wasin great straits fora suitable vessel 
of war I offered to give the ship if they did not care to 
buy it. However, Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Welles think it 
was a gift, and I suppose'l shall have to let her go.” 

Upon referring to the original letter, offering 
the vessel to the Government, Mr. Seward found 
that the Commodore's version was strictly cor- 
rect. He offered tosell her ‘“‘at a valuation,” 
and added, in his bluff and off-hand manner: 

“If this will not answer, will the Government ac. 
cept her as a present from their humble servant ?” 

This was only the Commodore’s hearty way of 
saying: “*I willnot drive a bargain with my 
country in her hour of peril. Take the ship on 
your own terms, gentlemen, or on no terms at 
all.” In the hurry and excitement of the time 
the jJetter was misunderstood, and the whole 
world was misinformed. It wasa costly error 
to Commodore Vanderbilt, but one which he 
probably never regretted.

EDWARD MITCHELL ELECTED CHAIRMAN OF 
THE COUNTY COMMITTEE, ; 

Edward Mitchell, the lawyer, who was a 
member of Assembly in 1880, and more recently 
Chairman of the Republican Committee on Re- 
organization, was yesterday afternoon selected 
by the leaders of the party to be Chairman of 
the new County Committee, and last evening 
elected to that office by the committee itself. 
The leaders, including John J. O’Brien, Robert 
G. McCord, Police Commissioner French, Ber- 
nard Biglin, Col. M. Cregan, William H. Town- 


ley, W. H. Bellamy, and representatives of all 
the Assembly districts, met in O’Brien’s room, 
at Police Headquarters, and, harmoniously, it is 
said, agreed on asiate with Mr. Mitchell at the 
head. The work of the committee in the even- 
ing was therefore merely to confirm the selec- 
tions of the afternoon. 

The committee met in the Opera House hall, 
Col. Charles 8. Spencer presiding. The Commit- 
tee on Contested Seats reported in favor of seat- 
ing the Third District delegation, headed by Em- 
igration Commissioner Taintor, and the Sixteenth 

istrict delegation, headed by Col. Cregan. The 
report was accepted without debate. Then the 
199 committeemen present proceeded to elect 
officers. Joseph H. Choate was greeted with ap- 

lause as he rose to nominate Mr. Mitchell. “TI 

udge from this murmur of applause,” he said, 
“that it will not take us as long to elect a 
Chairman as it has taken our faithful fellow- 
Republicans in Illinois to re-elect that gal- 
lant soldier and statesman, Gen. John A, 
Logan [cheers] to the Senate of the United 
States. Now that we are relieved for the time 
being from the cares of administering the Na- 
tional Government, it becomes us to pay a little 
attention to governing ourselves and fitting our- 
selves to resume, four years hence, the duties 
from which we have temporarily retired.” Mr. 
Choate eulogized Mr. Mitchell, saying that his 
election wouid **command the approval of the 
members of the party not only in this city, but 
throughout the State, which confidence is very 
necessary for us in the contest in which we are 
about to et 

Mr. Mitchell was elected without a dissenting 
voice, and_ escorted to the cbair by Mr. Choate 
and Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall. The new Chairman 
made a brief speech thanking the committee 
for his election, and urging on it the impor- 
tance of selecting a strong Executive Commit- 
tee. ‘In furtherance of the era of good feeling 
which now seems so happily inaugurated,” said 
William H. Townley, **I nominate as First Vice- 
Chairman, Thomas Allison, of the Twenty-third 
District.” 

“Tf,” said Benjamin Spooner, of the Twenty- 
third District, “*the gentleman desired to further 
the era of good feeling he would not have nomi- 
nated a man whose rule as Chairman of our dis- 
trict committee has been arbitrary, unfair, and 
overbearing. I do not expect ‘to prevent the 
election of this individual, but I desire now to 
warn the committee that it will find him in all 
places never fair and nota fit representative of 
the party.” 

The committee laughed and elected Mr. Alli- 
son, Mr. Spooner alone voting against him. 
Commissioner Taintor nominated Col. James M. 
Varnum for Second Vice-Chairman, and he was 
promptly elected. W. H. Bellamy performed 
a like service for Col. 8. V. R. Cruger for the 
office of Treasurer, and he was elected. Col. 
Spencer nominated Knox McAfee, Clerk of the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, Secretary of the 
committee, to succeed Police Justice Smith, end 
the votes of the committeemen lifted Mr. Mc- 
Afee to the office, James Jackson, of the Sev- 
enth District, was made Assistant Secretary, and 
Charles A. Grant, of the Seventeenth, was re- 
elected Sergeant-at-Arms. He isthe only man 
left in the wreck of the old committee. 

All the officers having been elected, Col. Spen- 
cer signalized the completion of that part of the 
work by walking off with Chairman Mitche]l’s 
hat. He was brought back. Edgar P. Hill and 
others presented a protest against Alexander 
Martin, Stephen B. French, and George W. 
Cregier being allowed to sit in the committee 
on the ground that they hold offices of emolu- 
ment under Democrats.

FISHING FOR SUCKERS. 


SPORT FOR ALL HANDS ON THE DELAWARE 
RIVER. 

Port JERVIS, May 19.—The sucker fishery, 
which annually furnishes sport and profit to 
scores of men and boys at the dam in the Dela- 
ware River at Lackawanna, Penn., 20 miles 
above this place, is now at its height, and fisher- 
men, canal boatmer, and railroad men are alike 
happy. The dam across the river at that point 
is maintained by the Delaware and Hudson Canal 


Company, as it serves to feed the canal with 
water from the river for a distance of 16 miles. 
Fish cannot get above it, and at this season of 
the year they run up as far as the dam and, in 
their efforts to get further, collect in the pools 
below it in countiess numbers, crowding and 
striving to advance. At this season of 
the year the toothsome sucker  predomi- 
nates, and trout, eels, bass, and Jlater 
on shad serve to swell the _ schools, 
From daylight until dark men and boys stand in 
the water, and with long-handled scoop-nets 
lift bushels of these fish to the surface. The 
canal boats are running in quick succession up 
and down the canal, and as the sucker is a great 
favorite with the boatmen, boys are kept con- 
stantly running to and fro between the oy 4 
and the canal delivering great strings of the tis 
to purchasers. The Erie Railway trains also 
pass the spot, stopping at the Lackawanna sta- 
tion a few rods distant. Coal and freight trains 
are arriving from toth directions every few 
minutes. he railroaders also have a taste for 
the Svrine suckers, and as trains approach the 
engineers sound their whistles as many times as 
strings of suckers are wanted on their respective 
trains. These signalsare well understood by the 
fishermen, and as soon as one is heard a half 
dozen boys will start at the top of their speed, 
laden with strings of the fish, tosecure custom- 
ers. A “string” is a doven suckers strung on a 
willow switch. The price paid fora string is 10 
cents, and there may be 12 or 15 P 2 oma of good 
fish on the string. The fishery remains 
in operation until the water becomes so warm 
that the suckers begin to lose their solidity. 
Thousands of fish are caught and sold. Itis not 
an uncommon thing for the nets to bring up 
splendid specimens of trout and bass. These 
fish do not go on the merchantable strings, but 
find a better market. 

About the time the sucker fishery begins to 
decline the shad arrives at the dam from below. 
Tnese fish are speared by the hundred as they 
struggle in masses to scale the insurmountable

OBITUARY. 


GEN. WILLIAM H. RUSSEL 

Gen. William H. Russell, Principal of 
the Collegiate and Commercial Institute, at 
New-Haven, Conn., died at his residence in that 
city last night. A week ago he had a slight 
shock of apoplexy,from which he seemed to 
rally, but the shock proved too great for kis 
constitution to withstand. Gen. Russell was 
born in 1809, at Middletown, Conn., where his 
father, Matthew L. Russell, was a lawyer. His 
erandfather and great-grandfather were among 
the old-time Congregational ministers of the 
State. He wasa direct descendant of the Rev. 
Noadiah Russell, who graduated at Harvard in 
1681, and was one of the founders and early pil- 
jars of Yale College. His own education was 
begun at Capt. Partridge’s Military Academy 
in Middletown, from which he went to 
Yale, graduating at the head of his 
class in 1833. Among his classmates were 
Profs. Dana and Day and Judge Taft, late 
Minister to Austria. He related himself how, 
on account of his straitened circumstances, he 
used during a part of his college course to walk 
22 miles daily to Middleton, where he passed the 
night and got one of his meals at his home. He 
chose teaching as his profession, and after a 
year spent as a tutor opened a boys’ scnool, 
which soon grew into the great establish- 
ment on Wooster-square known as the Col- 
legiate and Commercial Institute. Here, with 
the aid of a large staff of teachers, among 
whom has been numbered at different times 
President Watrous, of the New-York, New- 
Haven, and Hartford Railroad; Profs. Packard, 
Paine, and Dexter, of Yale, and Judge Pardee, 
between 3, and 4, boys have been edu- 
cated, coming from every part of the country 
and from Cuba and South America. He intro- 
duced the military drill and _ discipline 
which he had Jearned under Capt. Partridge, 
and the regular alignment and_= steady 
step of ‘“Russell’s Boys’ have always been 
a feature of New-Haven street parades on holi- 
day celebrations. During the war he was offered 
a regiment, and although the weight of his 
school duties kept him back from the field, he 
accepted the then very important position of 
Major-General of the Connecticut National 
Guard, and rendered good service in schooling 
volunteers for active service and forwarding 
them as called for. In 1846 and 1847 he 
was a Representative from New-Haven in 
the General Assembly, aed he _ succeeded 
the Hon. John Woodruff as Collector of Internal 
Revenue soon after the war. Heleft the Whig 
party to become an Abolitionist, was an earnest 

epublican during the war, and acted with that 
party until the recent campaign, when he 
was One of the first *to come out as an 
independent, making a speech at the or- 
ganization of that movement last June 
which was widely noticed for its force and 
wit. Gen. Russell was recognized as a man of 
marked executive ability. He leaves a widow, 
a daughter of the late Prof. Hubbard, of the 
Yale Medical School; two daughters, one the 
wife of George H. Hulbert, Esq., of Middletown, 
and four sons—Talcott H. Russell, of this city; 
Philip G. Russell, a lawyer, of Washington; Dr. 
8S. H. Russell, of the Yale Medical School, and 
Edward H. Russell. 

Gen. Russell studied medicine after he became 
a teacher and took the degree of M. D. at the 
Yate Medical School in 18388, but never practiced 
that profession. His school received a charter 
from the General Assembly last year and was 
organized under ita few months ago. The in- 
stitution would ere long have celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of its founding, and ar- 
rangements have been making for that event. 
Gen. Russell was the founder of the Skull and 
Bones Senior Society at Yale, which in its cor- 
porate title—the Russell Trust Association— 
bears his name.

CHARLES WELFORD., 

Charles Welford, of the book importing 
firm of Scribner & Welford, at No. 743 Broaa- 
way, died on Monday at his residence in 
London, England, at the age of 70 years. Mr. 
Weltord was born in London and was the son of 
a bookseller. He came to this country with his 
parents when he was 18 years of age, and settled 
with them in New-York, where he became a 
clerk in D. Appleton & Co.’s publishing house. 
He remained in this position for six years, and 
then went into business on his own account as 
junior member of the firm of Bartlett & Welford, 


importers of books. In 1852 this firm was dis- 
solved, and Mr. Welford established a connection 
with Bangs Brothers & Co., the auctioneers, 
visiting England periodically during the year 
and purchasing large invoices of books, which 
the firm put on the New-York market. 

In 1857 Banes Brothers & Co. succumbed, and 
Mr. Welford went into partnership with the late 
Charles Soribner, the firm bearing the same 
name as at the death of Mr. Welford. Scribner 
& Welford did an importing business in books 
exclusively, and Mr. Scribner continued his pub- 
lishing business as before. The firm did a pros- 
perous business for seven years, and at the end 
of that time its business had increased to such 
dimensions that Mr. Welford removed to London 
to superintend that end of the business, and has 
since resided in England. Upon the death of 
the elder Charles Scribner, in 1871, his partner in 
the publishing business, Andrew C. Armstrong, 
entered the firm, which became Scribner, Wel- 
ford & Armstrong. Seven years afterward J. 
Blair Scribner, one of Charles Scribner’s sons, 
bought out Mr. Armstrong’s interest, and the 
firm again became Scribner & Welford, as it has 
since remained, Charles Scribner succeeding to 
his brother’s interest upon the latter’s death. 

Apart from his commercial knowledge of 
books Mr. Welford was a man of pronounced 
literary tastes, and was familiar, not merely with 
titles and volumes, but with their contents. He 
possessed a rare knowledge of old books, and his 
hy pnt asa bibliographer was supplemented 

y his knowledge of money values in the Amer- 
ican and English markets. He was also a writer, 
and readers of Scribner’s Monthly will remember 
sketches from his pen that were published some 
years ago. He had made several visits to this 
country since taking up his residence abroad, 
and was almost as well known personally to the 
book trade here as in England. He last visited 
America a year ago, and was attacked with 
pneumonia immediately upon his return to Eng- 
land, and had not been well since. He wasa 
man of the strictest integrity, and was highly 
respected among nis business associates as well 
as by his personal friends. He leaves one daugh- 
ter.

ALPHONSE DE NEUVILLE. 

Alphonse de Neuville, one of the best 
known of modern painters of military scenes, 
died yesterday at Paris. M. de Neuville was 
born at Saint-Omer in 1836, and was given ap ex- 
cellent education by his parents. His father 
wished to have him follow a diplomatic career, 
and obtained for him a clerkship in the Foreign 
Office with that end in view. Young de Neuville, 
however, soon threw up his position and entered 


the preparatory school at Lorient, declaring that 
he would be a soldier. At this school he showed 
marked ability in drawing, which was 
uickly noticed and encouraged by the 
drawing master. To —* the earnest 
wishes cf his family de Neuville finally 
went to Paris and entered a law school. When, 
some time afterward his father visited him he 
found that the young man had spent most of 
his time, with sketch book in hand, at the mili- 
tary schoo) or the Champs de Mars, making him- 
self familiar with all of a soldier’s life that could 
there be learned. When de Neuville returned 
home from the law school he declared that he 
would be a painter or nothing. After a year of 
opposition his father consented to consult some 
artists on the prospect for the young man. 
Rellangé, Ivon, and Picot were seen, and all ad- 
vised de Neuville not to try to bea painter. The 
artist would not give up, took a_ small 
studio,and went to work. His first picture, 
“The Gervais Battery,” was accepted by the 
Salon of 1859, and took a medal of the third 
class. Two years later his ‘* Chasseurs of the 
Guard” took a second medal at the Salon, and 
de Neuville had earned a place among French 
military painters. Commissions were not yet 
numerous, however, and the paiuter had for 
some time to make woodcuts for illustrated 
publications in order to live. The war of 1870-71 

ave M. de Neuville a capital opportunity, and 
S was quick to seize it. From that time on 
there was no lack of orders nor of money. In 
1873 ** The Last Cartouches at Balan’ won for 
him the Cross of the Legion of Honor. One of 
his best works was ** The Attack ed Fire on a 
Barricaded House at Villersexel,”’ which was ex- 
hibited in 1874.

DR. FREDERIC HENLE. 

Dr. Frederic Gustave Charles Henle, the 
well-known German physiologist and anato- 
mist, died in Berlin on Monday. Dr. Henle was 
born in Bavaria in July, 1809, and studied medi- 
cine at Heidelberg and Bonn, receiving his medi- 
cal degree at the latter place. Going thence to 
Berlin, he entered the College of Anatomy, 
where, later on. he held an Official position. Ac- 
cused of affiliation with tbe Socialists, Dr. 
Henle was thrown into prison. He was soon 
pardoned, however, and in 1837 he was made a 
Professor in the Berlin University, wh«re he de- 
voted himself to anatomy and generi#® pathol- 
ogy. Three years later he accepted a chair in 
the University of Zurich. From 1844 to 1855 he 
was a Professor in the Heidelberg University,

MAYOR GRACE’S ADDRESS BEFORE THE 
UNITED STATES ASSOCIATION, 

Terrace Garden blazed with light and 
blossomed with flowers last evening. The scene 
was like a fairy picture. All the splendor and 
gorgeous decorations were included in the gen- 
eral welcome extended to the 2,000 brewers as- 
sembled, representing the United States Brew- 
ers’ Association. Mayor Grace was given a 
place of honor. Among the guests were H. B. 
Scharmann, Henry ‘Clausen, Jr., George Ehret, 
David Yuengling, Charles A. Stadler, John F. 
Becker, Richard Katzenmayer, Edward Schwyer, 
William A.“Miles, D. W. C. Ward, Jacob Ruppert, 
H. B. Wheatcraft, Charles Gunther, Gallus 
Thomann, Frederick Uhlmann, A, E. J. Tovey, 
and Emil Schaefer. 

As a festal overture to the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the United States Brewers’ Association 
an informal reception was held inthe main hall, 


while fireworks filled the Lexington-avenue sky 
Outside. The orchestra, stage, gallery, and bal- 
conies were almost hidden in costly roses and 
countless other flowers of exquisite perfume 
and color, Stately palms, tall, nodding ferns 
broke the beautiful monotony of the wondrous 
display. Novel eifects were everywhere seen. 
The stage was like a tropical island, and in this 
bower of flowers and foliage, gray with 
i moss, Leiboldt’s Twelfth Regiment 
Military Band discoursed its best music. 
In the galleries sat 200 or 300 ladies, 
the wives and daughters ot the prewers. 
In the centre of the proscenium arch, high above 
the netted footlights, appeared a single star of 
brilliant roses, and in the centre of the star 
blazed the figures, ‘* 1862-1885,” showing the age 
of the association. 

At 9 o’clock the band struck up “ Hail to the 
Chief” as Mayor Grace, leaning on the arm of 
Mr. Clausen, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, moved to the platform, escorting Presi- 
dent H. B. Scharmann. The applause and burst 
ot music were heard far out on the avenue. 

On being introduced to the assembly Mayor 
Grace spoke as follows: ‘“*It has been my good 
fortune to find among the brewers of this city 
many who have been not only warm political 
supporters of mine, but strong personal friends 
as weil. They form an element in the social and 
political life of New-York which possesses pow- 
erful influence, and which always uses that in- 
fluence in the interest of order and good govern- 
ment. So united are they to this end that I feel 
in welcoming their brethren from distant and 
different parts of the United States to the 
hospitalities of the eity that am of 
necessity addressing men of similar tastes, 
tendencies, and sympathies with those whom I 
know and have learned to respect highly. I 
take it that the object of your meeting is two- 
fold—to promote social intercourse among the 
members of your association who met only upon 
ocvasions of this kind and to advance the inter- 
ests of the great industry with which you are 
identified. But in addition annual gatherings 
such as these, which are gradually becoming 
more common in different linesof commerce, 
have to my mind a decided political value which 
is of great importance. 

“Their distinct tendency is to impress upon 
the minds of our merchants that State lines are 
but artificial barriers, useful for purposes of 
local administration, it is true, and as such to be 
strictly maintained, but not intended to destroy 
that community of interest which binds men and 
nations together in the bonds of commerce, thus 
practically teaching the one great lesson of 
Christian civilization—the common brotherhood 
of man. For these reasons it affords me great 
pleasure to welcome you to the hospitalities or 
our city. I hope that the four days of festival, 
mingled with graver concerns which have been 
arranged for you by your committees, may 
prove pleasant and profitable, and that when 
you leave for your homes you will carry such 
kindly feeling for New-York and New-Yorkers 
that will induce you to return to us in ensuing 
years."’ [Loud applause. 

Mr. Scharmann responded briefly, saying that 
the warmth of the reception and the kind 
words of the Mayor were a glad surprise. The 
speaker had grown up fram boyhood in,New- 

ork, of which ail good citizens were proud— 
proud of the city and ofits Mayor. [Great ap- 
plause. ] 

Mr. Charles A. Stadler, Chairman of the En- 
tertainment Committee, spoke a few words in 
German introducing the German “ Salamand- 
er,”’ which was responded to by the brewers 
hammering the tables with their 2,000 glasses. 
Then Mr. Becker, of Brooklyn, made a speech 
also in German, which was followea by one 
from Mr. Krunkie, of Chicago.

NILSSON’S LAWSUIT. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standard, May 9. 
Mme. Christine Nilsson is just now pros- 
ecuting a curious lawsuit. The defendants are 
the father, the sister, and the brothers of her 
late husband, M. Rouzeaud, and the action is 
brought to recover from them the sum of 224,- 
000f. alleged by the plaintiff to have been aa- 
vanced at different times by loan to M. Rou- 
zeaud. It was in July, 1872, that tne marriage 
took place in Westminster Abbey, and by a set- 
tlement made under the provisions of the Eng- 
lish law the fortune of the lady, then amount- 
ing to 600,000f., and her future professional earn- 
ings were excluded from the use or control 
of her husband, who, according to the plaint- 
iff’s counsel, was, although of a re- 
spectable family, possessed of no property, and 
had previously held a situation ina bank. Mme. 
Christine Nilsson lived with her husband until 
shortly before his death—two years ago—and 
had out of her private funds loaned him at one 
time 75,000f. to buy an estate in which his family 
were interested, and at another time 100,000f. to 
become a partner in a. stock broking business. 
The balance of the sum claimed was employed 
y M. Rouzeaud in the yorceee of Russian 
stock and Panama bonds. - Rouzeaud died in- 
testate and ina lunatic asylum, and the defend- 
ants, as heirs at law, then took possession of his 
property. On their behalf it is contended that 
some of the sums claimed were really never re- 
ceived by M. Rouzeaud, and that what he did re- 
ceive from his wife was given, and not loaned. 
Great stress was laid by the counsel for the de- 
fendants on the circumstance that Mme. Nilsson, 
though an excellent woman of business, can 
produce no documentary evidence in support of 
her plea. Judgment was deferred for a fort- 
night.

ARRIVED IN SING 


CROWLEY PUTS ON PRISON GARB 
70 SERVE OUT HiS SENTENCE. 
fk TRAIN BESIEGEP AT THRE GRAND CEN- 
"RAL STATION AND MET BY JEERING 

OROWDS ALONG THE WAY. 

At 9:15 o'clock yesterday morning ex- 
Police Sergeant David H. Crowley became an 
inmate of Sing Sing. A sorrowful scene was 
enacted in the yard of the Tombs earlier in the 
day, upon his departure. The convict’s wife, 
father, brother, and sister were there to bid him 
farewell, and there were few ary eyes among the 
jail officers who witnessed the parting, as Crow- 
ley’s wife was aimost tore from him that he 
might enter the prison van. Crowley had six 
companions, and the aggregate sentences of the 
convicts summed up 55 yeurs. Crowley's right 
band was free, his eft being handcuffed to au- 


other prisoner. 

Hundreds of peopie clustered around the 
Centre-street entrance of the Tombs long before 
7 o'clock. The crowd was outmancuvred by 
Deputy Sheriffs Tuomey and Ryan, as the van 
was driven through the Frankiin-street en- 
trance and into Broadway ata pace that defied 
pursuit. The van left the prison yard at 7:10 
and reached the Grand Central Railroad Station 
at 7:50. The prisoners were 10 minutes ahead of 
time. as the train was to leave at $ o’clock. The 
moment the prison van halted a crowd sprang 
up around it. Men and bcys came rushing from 


ali directions, and hen the van dcor was opered 
there werc loud shouts of “Here comes Crow- 
ley !” The Denuty Sheriffs. sided by Detective 
Serceant Mitien and Capt. Schultz, were com- 
pelled to ight their way through tle crowd until 
the gates were reached. These ciosed after the 

risoners and shut out the horde at their 

ecizs. They were placed in the smoking car of 
the train. Instantiy the car was blocked. 

Engineers, firemen. brakemen, and laborers 

engaged about the station made a rush for the 

car in which Crowley sat and fiiled it in a trice. 
When the rater were opened to allow ingress to 
the passengers the crush around Crowley’s car 
Secame absulutely dangerous. Men fought with 
all the:r strength to get iuside, while the officers 
inside exerted all their strength to keep the 
risoners from being suffocated by the rapidly 
nereasing fiood of humanity. Those who 
couldn't get into the car flattened their noses 
acuinst the windows from the outside in their 
stforte to catch a glimpse of “*the man in the 
blue coat.” : 

Crowiey looked relieved when the train start- 
ed out, though every throb of the locomotive 
carried him nearer to his fate. The greater part 
of the crowd having been got rid of Crowley 
was able to pay some attention to his friends. 
He was dressed as he had been through the trial. 
To a reporter of THE TIMES he said that he had 
been ragilroaded to prison: he was an innocent 
mau; public opinion and the newspapers bad 
prejudged his case, which finally had been mis- 
managed. He smoked a cigar as he talked, and 
was allowed little time te think during his 
cortagh As the train shot through King’s 

ridge he cast a glance at his lost post. At 

Yonkers several hundred people were at the sta- 
hon. They were not allowed to board the train. 
At Tarrytown there was a similar gathering and 
forasimilar purpose. At Sing Sing station a 
keeper from the prison met Deputy Sheriff 
uomey and his brigade. A iarge body of labor- 
ers and townspeople had gathered at the station 
to witness the expected arrivals. As the latter 
walked down the track toward the huge fortress- 
like prison they were followed by a crowd who 
oried: “That’s him!” ‘“*The man in the blue 
coat!” * Ha, you’re not grinning now!” ** Now 
you’ll have a chance to take your coat off!” 

Outside the main entrance Chief Keeper James 
Connaughton met the marching squad. In 
single file the prisoners marched under the 
frowning entrance of Sing Sing, and were 
brought to a halt in the first apartment. The 
convicts were sharply ordered to stand ina row 
against the wall. Their handcuffs were tnen 
taken off. Crowley stretched himself, and then. 
as if remembering where he was, cast his eyes 
down. 

“Forward! Put your right hand on the 
shoulder of man in front!" was the next order 

iven. 

2 In this manner. with locked step, the men 
marched into the library, or Chaplain’s room. 
As they reached the centre of the room Keeper 
Connaughton gave the order: “ Right about 
face! Look at the wall! Fold your arms!” 

The seven figures folded their arms and stood 
within a foot of the wall staring atit. Thena 
small graybearded man entered the room witha 
huge book, which he dropped on a table that 
stood simost in the centre of the room. 

“Keep steady there,” he roared, *‘and keep 
your eyes on the wall.”” 

One atatime the men were called from the 
line and ordered to stand in front of the man 
with the book. His voice was harsh and 
his manner pitiless) When a man _ had 
given a brief history of his career he 
was ordered to empty his pockets and 
DPiace the contents on the table. e was then 
ordered back into line with his face to the wall. 
Crowley was the last man questioned. He was 
born in Ireland, he said; 37 years of age; tem- 
perate; oniy used tobacco in cigars, and was 
never in prison except for 11 days in the Tombs. 
His pockets contained nothing of value except 
$11 and some small change. 

Facing the man with the book, the convicts 
stood like so many statues. To Crowley he said: 
“Your sentence is 174 years. By attention to 
your duties, by working well, by keeping your- 
self and your cell clean, by mioding your own 
business, by keeping out of quarrels, and by 
obeying orders, you will beable to reduce your 
sentence to 10 years, 10 months, and15 days. The 
State will allow you6 years, 7 months, and l5days 
for good conduct. Some of the privileges are 
the right once in two months to receive a friend, 
once in a month a package of clothing, books, or 
dainties, once in a month to write home. Bad 
conduct will take away all these privileges. 
Your sentence isat hard labor. That means an 
honest day’s work. Any attempt to escape or to 
heip others to escape will deprive you of all of 
these benefits.” 

With right hand on shoulder and locked step 
the men were then marched to the bathing and 
dressing room. Their clothes were piled in one 
big heap. They received # bath and a shirt, cap, 
and trousersof gray and biack striped woolen 
material. Next they were examined by Dr. 
H. Barber, atter which their physical points, 
perrections, and imperfections were noted in a 
big book. Then their faces were cleanly shaved. 
Their hair was clipped but not cropped. The 
men’s hair is never shaved unless at their own 
request. Ranged in line with cleanly shaved 


faces and striped suits the convicts looked alto- 
gether unlike their old selves. Crowley seemed 
to have lost his individuality. His most inti- 
mate friends would be unable to recognize him 
gta glance. When he put on the convict suit his 
lips were seen to quiver and his eyes to fill. 

On the day of their arrivaiat Sing Sing persons 
are not required to work. Crowley will to-day 
do his first day’s work for the State. Although 
the eonvicts are not allowed to see daily news- 
geese they are pet on the news of the day. 

hey expected Crowley yesterday and the curi- 
osity among them to sec him was so great that 
he was allowed to sit at the second table at din- 
ner. Crowley had for his dinner four boiled 
eggs, mashed potatoes, all the bread he could 
eat, and a can of coffee. All the utensils are of 
tin. He will be allowed to read books and peri- 
odicals, which will be furnished by the prison, in 
his celi. He will be given two ounces of tobacco 
per week, and if he be engaged on contract work 
will get a plug in addition. Oa Sunday he will 
have the privilege of attending church, either 
Catholic or Protestant.

CHASING A STEAMSHIP. 


MR. HORN AFTER HIS BOOKKEEPER IN A 


TUGBOAT. 

The sailing of the steamship Nevada, of 
the Guion Line, which left her wharf, Pier No. 
38 North River, at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, 
was attended by an exciting episode. After the 
lines had been cast off and just as the big ship 
was beginning to move out of the dock a tall, 
portly gentleman, accompanied by a friend, 
came rushing dowu the wharf at headlong 


speed breathless with excitement. When he sav 
the steamship under way he became almost be- 
side himself with excitement. 

“There's a man on that ship who's a thief,”’ he 
shouted. “ he’s robbed me of $50,000." 

Capt. Gaskin and Sergt. Taylor were on the 
pier, an‘l the excited gentleman, who was recog- 
nized as Mr. William ©. Horn, a stationer, doing 
business at No. 156 Wiiliam-street, turned to 
Capt. Gaskin and said, * !°li give $1,000 to cap- 
ture that man.” The Captain suggested the hir- 
ing cf a tug to send after the steamship. A 
tug which was hovering about the foot 

-of the wharf was hailed, and was brought 
alongside. There was a little delay in getting the 
tug alongside so that she could be boerded, but 
finally Mr. Horn and his friend and Detectives 
Hey, Malian, and Vail got on board, and the 
littie tug started after the big steamship. By 
this time, however, the Nevada had turned in 
midstream, and with her bow pointed seaward 
was steaming rapidly toward the Narrows. The 
tug crowding on ajl steam fellowed in pursuit, 
but was soon left behind by the larger vessel. 

The Captain of the tugboat blew his whistle 
continually to attract the attention of the ofti- 
cers of the Nevada, but without effect. The tug 
followed the steamer until she passed out of the 
Narrows, but she was so far behind that a further 
chase seemed hopeless. After passing into the 
Lower Bay the Nevada forged ahead rapidly and 
left the tugboat so far behind that it was impos- 
sible to overbuul her. 

The tug turned about and brought Mr. Horn, 
his friend, and the detectives back to the city. 
The detectives failed to obtain from Mr, Horn 
the name of the fugitive whom he was pursuing, 
It was learned that the fugitive was Mr. Horn’s 
bookkeeper, and Mr. Horn alleged that by means 
ot forgeries and false entries the bookkeeper had 
robbed him of, $5,000 a yeur for the past 10 years. 
He said that he would take the necessary steps 
to secure the arrest of the fugitive when the 
Nevada reached her destination.

The 
Marvesia isa large iron clipper owned by the 
White Star Steamship Line. She is loaded with 
a cargo of oil in cases for Bombay. Last Satur- 
day the crew, which had been shipped by Poyn- 
ter & Co., of No. 40 South-street, boarded the ves- 


sel off Tompkinsvilie and then gave three hearty 
cheers for the Marpesia, as they understood that 
ehe was what sailors cali a ** good ship.” 

On Sunday, however, the men received at din- 
ner salt pork, when the articles called for fresh 
meat while in port. The sailors were not_satis- 
fied with the teaand coffee,and they claimed 
that the biscuit was extremely hard, and some 
of it, they said. was magguty. On Monday the 
men worked ail day, but received meat only at 
dinner, and this, they said, consisted of little be- 
sides bones. At daybreak yesterday the crew 
went to work. he anchor was weighed 
and a tugboat took the vessel in tow. 
At about 8 o’clock, when off West Bank, the 
men had their breakfast, which consisted only of 
coffee and hard bread. The men asked the cook 
if they were to have no meat. He replied that 
their allowance of meat for the 24 hours had 
been used. They then went aft to the cabin door, 
but they say that they were told that the Captain 
would not see them. Chief Officer Cronan told 
the men to go forward ard haul up the jibs, as 
they had had their meal. 

Ten of the 14 seamen then refused duty. None 
of them, however, manifested any disposition to 
use violence. Capt. epeh & put about and re- 
turned to his tormer anchorage off Tompkins- 
ville. The men still refused dutv. however. 
Seaman Donelly, the leader of the dissatisfied 
men, said that he and the others did not propose 
to go for three years on a vessel where 
they would not have enough to eat. Tho 
four seamen who did not refuse duty 
and the ship’s apprentices kept at work 
ali day, but the others remained in the fore- 
castle and were given no food. They claimed 
that they had not received anything like the 
amount of food due them under the articles, but 
the cook said that they had their allowances, in- 
cluding butter and marmalade at the rate of 
naif a pound a week. The carpenter said that 
the men did not have enough to eat, and the 
chief officer admitted that they worked well up 
to the time that they refused duty. They all 
received advance wages when they shipped. 

The 10 men woo refused duty will be taken be- 
fore the British Consul by Capt. Bewley to-day.

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JUROR MUNSELL’S CASE. 


ARGUING THE LEGALITY OF HIS IMPRISON- 
MENT BY JUDGE VAN BRUNT. 

Juror Harvey M. Munsell was taken from 
Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday before the Su- 
preme Court, General Term, in obedience to a 
writ of habeas corpus. Ira Shafer appeared 
with ex-Assistant District Attorney John Vin- 
cent as his counsel. A return to the writ hav- 
ing been made by the Sheriff, based on the 
ground that he detained Juror Munsell by 
authority of a commitment made by Judge 
Van Brunt, in which he was charged with a 
contempt of court in visiting O’Donovan 
Rossa’s Office during the trial of Richard Short, 
in disobedience of the mandate of the court, Mr. 
Shafer said he desired to traverse the return by 
denying that the court did not make an order 
forbidding the jurors to visit the place desig- 
nated. To that end he asked that Mr. Munsell 
should be sworn and examined. 

Assistant District Attorney Purdy ubjected to 
this procedure, claiming that as the commit- 
ment was regular in form it could not be at- 
tacked in a habeas corpus proceeding, there be- 
ing no claim thatthe Judge at Oyer and Ter- 
miner had not jurisdiction to commit fora con- 
tempt. The General Term agreed with Mr. 
Purdy. Mr. Shafer then proposed to demur to 
the commitment as insufficient to legally effect 
its proposed purpose, and applied fora writ of 
certiorari to bring the record of the case up for 
review. The General Term suggested that the 
shorter way would be to bring up the case by 
formal appeal from the order of commitment. 
The suggestion was tuken, and on the appeal 
Messrs. Shafer and Vincent argued that by 
section 73 of the Penal Code it was a 
misdemeanor, and not a contempt of 
court for a jury to “receive” evidence 
not given in the course of the trial. 
The misdemeanor could only be punished after 
conviction by the verdict of a jury. Further- 
more, they agreed, as he and his fellow-jurors. 
had not been forb‘dden to visit O’Donovan 
Rossa’s office, it was not a contempt of court 
for Juror Munseil to visit it, and that the act 
sought to be punished by Judge Van Brunt was 
not included in the statute defining what things 
are punishable as contempt. Assistant District 
Attorney Purdy argued that Judge Van Brunt 
acted within his common law power to punish 
for contempt, of which he had not been de- 
prived by statute, and thatif a Judge were re- 
stricted in power by astatute that did not com- 
Pass all possible contemptuous acts, the courts 
would be sadly deprived of dignity. 

The General Term reserved their decision.
